[Text] After a brief exchange of formalities with President Reagan, Colombia's 
President Belisario Betancourt quickly dispensed with diplomatic language and sharply 
said to the distinguished American visitor, "in the past, every U.S. president who came 
to Colombia always told the people here what they must be thankful for." According to 
reports, Reagan at that time forced himself to laugh and replied, "I agree with your 
view. However, this time I have come to listen," 


At the welcome dinner President Betancourt as expected frankly expressed his view 
toward the United States for Reagan to hear. He pointed out that the United States 
should revise its Latin America policy in line with the reality of this continent. In 
dealing with its relations with Latin American countries, the United States should 
respect the authority and needs of these countries. A U.S. reporter wrote, during 
President Betancourt's entire speech, President Reagan lowered his head to study the 
text of the speech without once lifting his head to look at his host. After the event, 
the WASHINGTON POST commentary said that this speech made by President Betancourt was 
"the sharpest speech made by a foreign leader to Reagan." 


This scene, which took place in Colombia during Reagan's Latin American visit, is full 
of meaning. It profoundly shows that in the Latin America formerly regarded by the 
United States as its "backyard," safeguarding national independence and striving for 
national equality have become an irresistible historical trend. 


The battle for the Malvinas has caused many Latin American countries to feel that they 
can only submit to the will of the United States but cannot protect their own interests 
in the so-called "pan-Americanism system." People in Latin American political circles 
have proposed "replacing pan-Americanism with Latin Americanism" to oppose the infil- 
tration and intervention of this region by the superpowers by means of the solidarity 
of Latin American countries. For the sake of preventing the further development of 
this trend, the United States is endeavoring to mend its ties with Latin American coun- 
tries. The recent U.S. support for the UN motion calling for the discussion of the 
question of the Malvinas despite British opposition is for the sake of changing its 
image in Latin America. This time the fact that Reagan has ignored the mountains of 
problems at home and has taken 5 days off for a visit to Latin America is to try and 
show the importance attached by the United States to Latin America. 


Reagan's tour of Latin America also served the purpose of winning the support of the 
Latin American countries for the U.S. policy on Central America. For quite some 

time, a view has risen and gained ground among Latin American countries that all 
disputes should be resolved through peaceful consultations resulting from their disap- 
proval of the U.S. policy on Central America. This time, when Reagan was visiting 
Costa Rica and Honduras, the leaders of El Salvador and Guatemala also went to those 
countries, r spectively, to hold talks with Reagan. Obviously, this was an effort 
made by the United States to strengthen the arrangements of its policy on Central 
America. 


During his 5-day tour, Reagan spend 3 days in Brazil. As a principal Latin American 
country, Brazil plays an important role in the area.

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brasil, Mexleo and Venezuela all hold that disputes should be resolved through 
peaceful consultations on the Central American issue and there exists « great 
ditference between them and the United States, Influenced by the present economic 
recession in Western countries, Brazil is facing some economic difficulties and 
urgently needs international credit to settle the problem of the repayment of its 
foreign debt. Centering Reagan's tour on Brazil, the United States, therefore, 
decided to grant a short-term loan to Brazil, relaxed some restrictions on Brazil in 
foreign trade and also established a joint work group with Brazil to strengthen 
cooperation between the two countries, U.S. officials have given enormous publicity 
to the matter, saying the United States and Brazi! will establish a "special relation- 
ship" through Reagan's visit. 


However, President Figueiredo of Brazil, in his speech delivered at the national 
banquet, particularly stressed that Brazil will adhere to its independent foreign 
policy. On the Central American issue, he pointed out that the source of the 

turmoil in the region lies in "universal poverty and social instability," reiterating 
that settlements can only be sought through "a peaceful process." On the African 
issue, he expressed his support for the independence of Namibia. The U.S. media hold 
that this speech showed that Brazil will not change its foreign policy to obtain 

U.S. econonic aid. As for the "special relationship" between the United States and 
Brazil, an official of Brazil's Foreign Ministry says: "Let us forget the phrase: 

It is impossible." 


Reagan's tour of Latin America has shown that the days when the United States could 
control the policies of Latin American countries are gone forever. Observers here 
believe that as the political trend is so evident in Latin America, the future crux 
will be whether the U.S. policy will follow this trend or go against it.

[Text] Beijing -- Chinese-Soviet consultations on improving mutual relations will most 
likely continue swiftly in the coming year. As the Chinese delegation leader, Deputy 
Foreign Minister Qian Qichen, announced in talks with a group of Austrian journalists 
in Beijing on Monday, China no longer attaches importance to a simultaneous fulfillment 
of all items of that package of demands which the People's Republic had originally 
placed on the negotiating table. This means that China is evidently also interested 

in an intensification of bilateral relations. 


The next round of talks will take place in Moscow. No date has been fixed, but Qian 
Qichen pointed out that Moscow obviously feels the "need" to establish closer contacts 
with China again. "We are ready for this, too. After all, we have common border of 
7,000 kilometers, the longest land border in the world," the deputy foreign minister 
stated. 


A complete normalization of relations is only possible, however, if: First, "the 
threat to China's northeastern border,"' where the Soviet Union has stationed 50 divi- 
sions is eliminated; second, the Soviet troops are withdrawn from Afgahnistan; and 
third, the Soviet Union agrees to a solution of the Cambodia problem along Chinese lines. 
This implies withdrawal of the Vietnamese troops and an international guarantee for 
Cambodia which should be a neutral, free country. 


"It is hardly possible for the Soviet Union to solve all these problems at once, but 
even if there were changes with respect to one or another item this would lead to an 
improvement of relations," the deputy foreign minister stated. 


Relations with the United States are not free from problems either. "Do people think 
we will put up with a violation of our sovereignty out of fear of the Soviet Union? 

We certainly shall not do this," Qian Qichen stated, referring to U.S. arms deliveries 
to Taiwan. "So long as there is hegemonismwe shall pursue an antihegemonistic policy."

[Text] How seriously should the talks about a rapprochement between China and the 
Soviet Union be taken? An Austrian journalists’ delegation was able tc -nform itself 
about this international puzzler at first hand in Beijing. PRC Deputy Foreign 
Minister Qian Qichen, who conducted the pertinent negotiations with the Scviet repre- 
sentative Ilichev and will resume them next year in Moscow, appears skeptical but not 
stiffly intransigent. "The talks will last a long time. They will be marathon talks." 


Qian stated that China has acknowledged the fact that the Soviet Union desires better 

relations but "before that, obstacles must be eliminated." These obstacles comprise 

the great Soviet troop concentration on the Soviet-Chinese border, the Soviet occupa- 
tion of Afghanistan and support for the Vietnamese invasion of Cambodia. 


Chinese Deputy Foreign Minister Qian also hinted in the talks that it will hardly be 
possible for the Soviet Union to solve all these problems. "Little steps must be 
taken concerning these items to improve relations." 
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rhe Chinese-Seviet rapprochement is being watched with interest and probably not 
without concern, particularly in the United States. Qian stated in this respect: 

"We do not want to play the Soviet card, But we do not wish to play the American 
card either. Nor will we permit anybody else to play China as a card, The relations 
between the United States and China on the one hand and those between the USSR and 
China on the other are not interconnected at all," 


Throughout the entire conversation Qian underscored that China continues to look very 
skeptically at Soviet aspirations to domination, Concerning the peace movement in 
Western Europe, he said it elicits China's sympathy but added: "The members of the 
peace movement will find out where the real danger comes from,"

concessions on one of the three fundamental conditicns set by Beijing for a normaliza- 
tion between the two countries, a senior Chinese official has indicated, 


Vice Foreign Minister Qian Qichen, China's negotiator at the Sino-Soviet discussions 
begun recently, also stressed that China would continue to regard the Soviet Union as 
"hegemonist" so long as che three Chinese conditions were not met, Austrian sources 
said here today. 


Mr. Qian made che remarks yesterday while welcoming a delegation of Austrian journalists 
currently visiting China. 


When it resumed its dialogue with Moscow, suspended for nearly three years because of 
the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan, China publicly stated that it saw the large 
deployment of Soviet troops along its borders, an end to Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan and the Kremlin's support for Vietnamese control of Cambodia as a threat 
to its security. 


Informed circles here generally believe that a reduction of forces along the 7,500-km 
(4,500 miles) Sino-Soviet borders offers the best chance for mutual concession by the 
two communist giants. 


Chinese sources recently described as important remarks made last month by PRAVDA 
Editor-in-chief Viktor G. Afanasyev, a member of Moscow's Central Committee, who told 
Japanese journalists that the Sino-Soviet discussions over bilrteral relations could 
lead to an agreement on troop reduction along both sides of the borders. 


Beijing already indicated in recent weeks that the three "obstacles" it sees to improved 
ties with Moscow should not necessarily be lifted simultaneously. 


Meanwhile, Chinese leaders have just made a gesture toward Moscow by dispatching then 
Foreign Minister Huang Hua to the funeral of the [words indistinct] Leonid Brezhnev in 
Moscow last month. Mr. Huang returned from Moscow after a 90-minute meeting with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrey Gromyko, declaring that he was "quite optimistic" about 
the prospects of talks now und_rway between China and the Soviet Union. 


Mr. Qian told the Austrian journalists that the talks would resume in Moscow next year. 
But the vice minister ruled out any restoration of party-to-party ties between 
Beijing and Moscow in the next two years.

Nakasone today outlined his foreign and domestic policies to the Diet (Japanese parlia- 
ment), showing that he would continue by and large the policies of former Prime Minister 
Zenko Suzuki, 


On foreign relations, Nakasone said that "Japan's basic foreign policy is to exert 
independent diplomatic efforts" in cooperation with the U.S. and West European coun- 
tries. He dcscribed the United States as "Japan's most important partner", pledging 

to “furth:r strengthen the relationship of trust between Japan and the United States." 


Nakasone also pledged to "further strengthen mutual understanding and friendly rela- 
tions with the countries of Asia." He said, "I would like to play a positive role 
for the peace and prosperity of this region which is geographically 8° near to us." 
He also stressed that Japan would make greater efforts to promote cooperation with 
developing countries in the economic and technical fields. 


On relations with the Soviet Union, Nakasone said that he would make "every effort to 
establish stable relations" with that country on the basis of genuinely mutual under- 
standing after the settlement of the territorial dispute over Japan's northem terri- 
tories occupied by the Soviet Union since the end of the last world war, and the con- 
clusion of a peace treaty between the two countries. 


On Japan's defense policy, Nakasone said his government would keep the Japan-U.S. 
security treaty and try to achieve "a qualitative defense buildup necessary for self- 
defense." However, he pledged, "Japan will not become a major military power and will 
pay attention not to be of any threat to its neighboring countries." 


On internal affairs, Nakasone said that the economic situation was in severe circum- 
stances. He said that his government would try to expand domestic demand and implement 
measures to help slumping industries and combat unemployment. He also pledged to 
tackle the current financial difficulties as one of the most urgent tasks.

[Text] Tokyo, December 6 (XINHUA) -- The largest ever Japanese-U.S. joint exercise 
involving 1,500 Japanese and 600 American ground troops began in central Hokkaido 
Sunday, according to Japanese press reports. The 5-day exercise, codenamed "Yamasakura 
III," is the third command post exercise to be carried out in Japan this year. 


It is reported that the exercise is designed to further Japanese-U.S. military 
cooperation in fighting a common enemy with Hokkaido as the imaginary battleground. 
The exercise will center on the effective battlefield resistance and transport of U.S. 
ground forces into Hokkaido directly from the U.S. mainland and Hawaii. 


The exercise is being carried out on the supposition that 50,000 Japanese troops 
confront a 30,000-strong hypothetical enemy comprising two Soviet motorized infantry 
divisions on the coastline of Hokkaido and are forced to effect a gradual withdrawal 

to the inland. Finally the Japanese troops push the invaders back to the sea with close 
military backup from 40,000 U.S. troops. 


Local mass organizations staged a demonstration against the joint exercise.

Premier Zhao Ziyang said the Chinese Government always holds that to bring about a 
sustained peace in the Middle East Israel must withdraw from the Arab territories it 
occupied in 1967, including Jerusalem, recovnize the legitimate national rights of the 
Palestinian people, including return to their homeland, national self-determination 
and the right to build their own state. Only on this basis can all countries in the 
Middle East enjoy their rights to independence and peaceful existence. The Arab peace 
plan coincides with China's position. 


The Chinese premier said, "We hold that ail peace-loving and justice-urholding coun- 
tries should support the Arab peace plan and so should the U.N. Security Council." 


Premier Zhao Ziyang said that in the final analysis, the recovery of the Palestinian 
people's national rights and the overall and just settlement of the Middle East 
question depends on Arab unity.

[Text] Beijing, December 5 (XINHUA Correspondent) -- China is receiving with open 
arms the Arab League's committee of seven delegation led by Jordanian King Husayn ibn 
Talal, which arrived here this evening on another leg of its tour of the permanent 
members of the U.N. Security Council. 


There is every reason to welcome these envoys who are bringing with them an Arab 
peace plan, which constitutes the basis for a fair and comprehensive solution to the 
Middle East problem that has agonized the Arabs and disturbed other peoples too much 
and for too long a period to allow any delay in resolution, 


Adopted at the 12th Arab League summit held last September in Morocco's Fes, the plan 
consists in eight principles which struck home in solving the matter at issue by 
calling for Israel's withdrawal from all the occupied territories, the creation of an 
independent Palestinian state and a U.N. Security Council guarantee of peace for 

all the states in the region. 


It goes without saying that these are the indispensable criteria if there is going to 
be any fair and comprehensive solution to the problem at all, and they are in full 
accord with the U.N. resolutions related to the matter. 


What is more, the Fes plan is the product of an Arab consensus and solidarity. The 
whole question is now left to the behavior of Israel and its patron on whom the eyes 
of the public are fixed. 


The root cause of the protracted Middle East trouble and unrest has been the unbridled 
external expansion and aggression of Israel under U.S. aegis. The United States, 
which regards Israel as its closest ally and a beach-head in its pursuit of hegemonic 
interests in the Middle East, has been giving it seven million dollars a day in aid, 
in addition to large quantities of sophisticated arms. Although there seemed to be 
some change in the U.S. stance in recent months, the Reagan administration still 
refuses to admit that Israel has committed flagrant acts of aggression abroad and to 
recognise the Palestinian people's right to self-determination, including their right 
to establish an independent state, and the Palestine Liberation Organization, the sole 
legitimate representative of the Palestinians. 
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An Israel steeped in evil plus continued U.S, support for it constitutes the major block 
in the way of the Arab peace plan, and makes it all the more necessary for the peace 
and justice loving people all over the world to countenance it, 


The European Economic Community, which also has vital interests in the Middle East, 
looks at the Middle East issue in a different way. At the Venice summit in June, 1980, 
it recognized the right of the Palestinian people to full self-determination and 
acknowledged the need for PLO connection with any peace talks on the matter. Further- 
more, France recognized the Palestinians' right to establish a state of their own, 

to the welcome of the Arab world. 


What is regrettable, however, is that the seven-member committee delegation has failed 
to realize its planned trip to Britain because of the presence of a PLO representative 
in the mission, The refusal of Britain to receive him has added to the complexities 
which the Arab world is facing in advancing its peace objective in the area. 


It is the hope of the Chinese people that the Arab peoples will further increase 
their unity in combating their common enemy and surmounting the difficulties in the 
way so that the Middle East problem can be solved comprehensively and fairly.

selves and to obstruct and sabotage a just and fair solution of the Palestinian prob- 
lem.

Far from retracting amid international condemnation, the Israeli authorities now 
actually have intensified their efforts and speeded up their annexation of the West 
Bank, openly taking this to the point of wanting to build Jewish towns, increase the 
proportion of the Jewish population, change the West Bank's affiliation, and com- 
pletely obliterate the Palestinian cause. The international community cannot tolerate 
these arrogant moves of the Begin authorities. 


The new tricks of the Begin authorities are also a challenge to the Reagan Middle 
East plan. The Begin authorities came out with this trick just after the United 
States had announced it was providing Israel with a huge sum in economic aid.

West Bank Ex-Mayors' Views

Bank because of their opposition to the Israeli annexation, In ai, interview in Amman, 
the capital of Jordan, a few days ago, he talked about the intensifying Israeli 

control and annexation of West Bank and Gaza, 


Milihim said Israel has set up 138 settlements on West Bank and 12 others on Gaza since 
1967, 40 of them were set up by Israeli troops. Israeli Defense Minister Ariel Sharon 
has said those troops' settlements are part of the Israeli armed forces. 


He said these settlements have cut up and encircled the Palestinian land, indicating the 
israeli annexation attempt. He said one of the reasons for his expulsion in 1980 was 
his opposition to the Jewish settlements when he was a mayor, Since then, the Israeli 
authorities have tried to appoint their own man to be the mayor, but their attempt 
failed because of the Palestinian people's opposition, "This in itself shows our 
people's strength and determination," he stressed, 


The former mayor of Khalil, Fahd Gawasmi, said that the Israelis used to set up their 
settlements around the city, but they are moving their homes to the city center now. 
The new settlers, armed with automatic rifles, beat residents in the street, 
terrorizing the atmosphere in order to compel the Palestinian people to leave. "About 
5,000 people have left their homes since Israel's occupation of the city in 1967," 

he noted, 


In Amman, former dean of the Nablus University Munzer Salah told XINHUA that since last 
September, tle Israeli authorities have been forcing the teachers of the university to 
sign a "letter of pledge."' The letter warned that they will be expelled from the West 
Bank if they still promise to support the Palestinian Liberation Organization (PLO). 
The teachers rejected the authorities’ unreasonable demand, he confirmed. 


Salah himself was relieved of the post of dean of Nablus University because of his 
rejection of Israel's "letter of pledge." 


Salah claimed that the Israeli authorities have failed in their attempt to show the 
world that the intellectuals in the West Bank do not support the PLO. Instead they 
have declared to the world with their deeds that they are participants in, and 
defenders of, the Palestinian cause, he stated. 


The former mayor of Bireh, Abdul Jawad Salah, told XINHUA that Israel is attempting to 
wipe out the Palestinian armed force through its invasion of Lebanon and then to press 
the Palestinian people in the occupied areas to give in. But the Palestinians are 
still fighting for the restoration of their national right and an independent 
Palestinian state, he added.

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Constitution of the People's Republic of China 
Preamble 


China is one of the countries with the longest histories in the world. The people of 
all nationalities in China have jointly created a splendid culture and have a glorious 
revolutionary tradition. 


Feudal China was gradually reduced after 1840 to a semi-colonial and semi-feudal 
country. The Chinese people waged wave upon wave of heroic struggles for national 
independence and liberation and for democracy and freedom. 


Great and earth-shaking historical changes have taken place in China in the 20th 
century. 


The Revolution of 1911, led by Dr Sun Yat-sen, abolished the feudal monarchy and gave 
birth to the Republic of China. But the Chinese people hac yet to fulfill their 
historical task of overthrowing imperialism and feudalism. 
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After waging hard, protracted and tortuous struggles, armed and otherwise, the 
Chinese people of all nationalities led by the Communist Party of China with Chairman 
Mao Zedong as its leader ultimately, in 1949, overthrew the rule of imperialism, 
feudalism and boureaucrat-capitalism, won the great victory of the new-democratic 
revolution and founded the People's Republic of China, Thereupon the Chinese people 
took state power into their own hands and became masters of the country. 


After the founding of the People's Republic, the transition of Chinese society from 

a new-democratic to a socialist society was effected step by step. The socialist 
transformation of the private ownership of the means of production was completed,

Significant progress has been made in educational, scientific, cultural 
and other undertakings, and socialist ideological education has yielded noteworthy 
results. The living standards of the people have improved considerably. 


Both the victory of China's new-democratic revolution and the successes of its social- 
ist cause have been achieved by the Chinese people of all nationalities under the 
leadership of the Communist Party of China and the guidance of Marxism-Leninism and 
Mao Zedong Thought, and by upholding truth, correcting errors and overcoming numerous 
difficulties and hardships.

Socialist relations of equality, unity and 

mutual assistance have been established among them and will continue to be 

strengthened, In the struggle to safeguard the unity of the nationalities, it is 

necessary to combat big-nation chauvinism, mainly Han chauvinism, and also necessary 

to combat local-national chauvinism. The state does its utmost to promote the common 
prosperity of all nationalities in the country. : 


China's achievements in revolution and construction are inseparable from support by 
the people of the world, The future of China is closely linked with that of the whole 
world. China adheres to an independent foreign policy as well as to the five prin- 
ciples of mutual respect for sovereignty and territorial integrity, mutual non- 
aggression, non-interference in each other's internal affairs, equality and mutual 
benefit, and peaceful coexistence in developing diplomatic relations and economic and 
cultural exchanges with other countries, China consistently opposes imperialism, 
hegemonism and colonialism, works to strengthen unity with the people of other 
countries, supports the oppressed nations and the developing countries in their just 
struggle to win and preserve national independence and develop their national economies, 
and strives to safeguard world peace and promote the cause of human progress. 


This constitution affirms the achievements of the struggles of the Chinese people of 
all nationalities and defines the basic system and basic tasks of the state in legal 
form; it is the fundamental law of the state and has supreme legal authority. The 
people of all nationalities, all state organs, the armed forces, all political parties 
and public organizations and all enterprises and undertakings in the country must take 
the constitution as the basic norm of conduct, and they have the duty to uphold the 
dignity of the constitution and ensure its implementation. 


Chapter One 
General Principles 
Article 1 
The People's Republic of China is a socialist state under the people's democratic 
dictatorship led by the working class and based on the alliance of workers and 


peasants. 


The socialist system is the basic system of the People's Republic of China. Sabotage 
of the socialist system by any organization or individual is prohibited. 


Article 2 


All power in the People's Republic of China belongs to the people. 


The organs through which the people exercise state power are the National People's 
Congress and the local people's congresses at different levels. 


The people administer state affairs and manage economic, cultural and social affairs 
through various channels and in various ways in accordance with the law. 


Article 3 


The state organs of the People's Republic of China apply the principle of democratic 
centralism. 


The National People's Congress and the local people's congresses at different levels 
are instituted through democratic election. They are responsible to the people and 
subject to their supervision. 
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All administrative, judicial and procuratorial organs of the state are created by the 
people's congresses to which they are responsible and under whose supervision they 
operate, 


The division of functions and powers between the central and local state organs is 
guided by the principle of giving full play to the initiative and enthusiasm of the 
local authorities under the unified leadership of the central authorities. 


Article 4 


All nationalities in the People's Republic of China are equal. The state protects the 
lawful rights and interests of the minority nationalities and upholds and develops the 
relationship of equality, unity and mutual assistance among all of China's nationali- 
ties. Discrimination against and oppression of any nationality are prohibited; any 
acts that undermine the unity of the nationalities or instigate their secession are 
prohibited, 


The state helps the areas inhabited by minority nationalities speed up their economic 
and cultural development in accordance with the peculiarities and needs of the differ- 
ent minority nationalities. 


Regional autonomy is practised in areas where people of minority nationalities live 
in compact communities; in these areas organs of self-government are established for 
the exercise of the right of autonomy. All the national autonomous areac *re 
inalienable parts of the People's Republic of China. 


The people of all nationalities have the freedom to use and develop their own spoken 
and written languages, and to preserve or reform their own ways and customs. 


Article 5 
The state upholds the uniformity and dignity of the socialist legal system. 


No law or administrative or local rules and regulations shall contravene the constitu- 
tion. 


All state organs, the armed forces, all political parties and public organizations and 
all enterprises and undertakings must abide by the constitution and the law All acts 
in violation of the constitution and the law must be looked into. 


No organization or individual may enjoy the privilege of being above the constitution 
and the law. 


Article 6 


The basis of the socialist economic system of the People's Republic of China is 
socialist public ownership of the means of production, namely, ownership by the whole 
people and collective ownership by the working people. 


The system of socialist public ownership supersedes the system of exploitation of man 
by man; it applies the principle of "from each according to his ability, to each 
according to his work." 


Article 7 


The state economy is the sector of socialist economy under ownership by the whole 
people; it is the leading force in the national economy. The state ensures the 
consolidation and growth of the state economy. 
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Article 8 


Rural people's communes, agricultural producers’ co-operatives, and other forms of 
co-operative economy, such as producers, supply and marketing, credit and consumers' 
co-operatives, belong to the sector of socialist economy under collective ownership 

by the working people. Working people who are members of rural economic collectives 
have the right, within the limits prescribed by law, to farm private plots of cropland 
and hilly land, engage in household sideline production and raise privately owned 
livestock, 


The various forms of co-operative economy in the cities and towns, such as those in 
the handicraft, industrial, building, transport, commercial and service trades, all 
belong to the sector of socialist economy under collective ownership by the working 
people. 


The state protects the lawful rights and interests of the urban and rural economic 
collectives and encourages, guides and helps the growth of the collective economy. 


Article 9 


Mineral resources, waters, forests, mountains, grassland, unreclaimed land, beaches 
and other natural resources are owned by the state, that is, by the whole people, with 
the exception of the forests, moutains, grasslands, unreclaimed land and reaches that 
are owned by collectives in accordance with the law. 


The state ensures the rational use of natural resources and protects rare animals and 
plants. The appropriation or damage of natural resources by any organization or 
individual by whatever means is prohibited. 

Article 10 
Land in the cities is owned by the state. 
Land in the rural and suburban areas is owned by collectives except for those portions 
which belong to the state in accordance with the law; house sites and private plots 


of cropland and hilly land are also owned by collectives. 


The state may in the public interest take over land for its use in accordance with 
the law. 


No organization or individual may appropriate, buy, sell or lease land, or unlawfully 
transfer land in other ways. 


All organizations and individuals who use land must make rational use of the land. 
Article 11 

The individual economy of urban and rural working people, operated within the limits 

prescribed by law, is a complement to the socialist public economy. The state protects 

the lawful rights and interests of the individual economy. 


The state guides, helps and supervises the individual economy by exercising adminis- 
trative control. 


Article 12 
Socialist public property is sacred and inviolable. 


The state protects socialist public property. Appropriation or damage of state or 
collective property by any organization or individual by whatever means is prohibited. 
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Article 13 


The state protects the right of citizens to own lawfully earned income, savings, houses 
and other lawful property. 


The state protects by law the right of citizens to inherit private property. 
Article 14 


The state continuously raises labour productivity, improves economic results and 
develops the productive forces by enhancing the enthusiasm of the working people, 
raising the level of their technical skill, disseminating advanced science and 
technology, improving the systems of economic administration and enterprise operation 
and management, instituting the socialist system of responsibility in various forms 
and improving organization of work. 


The state practises strict economy and combats waste. 


The state properly apportions accumulation and consumption, pays attention to the 
interests of the collective and the individual as well as of the state and, on the 
basis of expanded production, gradually improves the material and cultural life of 
the people. 


Article 15 


The state practises economic planning on the basis of socialist public ownership. It 
ensures the proportionate and co-ordinated growth of the national economy through 
overall balancing by economic planning and the supplementary role of regulation by the 
market. 


Disturbance of the orderly functioning of the social economy or disruption of the 
state economic plu. by any organization or individual is prohibited. 


Article 16 


State enterprises have decision-making power in operation and management within the 
limits prescribed by law, on condition that they submit to unified leadership by the 
state and fulfill all their obligations under the state plan. 


State enterprises practise democratic management through congresses of workers and 
staff and in other ways in accordance with the law. 


Article 17 


Collective economic organizations have decision-making power in conducting independent 
economic activities, on condition that they accept the guidance of the state plan and 
abide by the relevant laws. 


Collective economic organizations practise democratic management in accordance with 
the law, with the entire body of their workers electing or removing their managerial 
personnel and deciding on major issues concerning operation and management. 


Article 18 


The People's Republic of China permits foreign enterprises, other foreign economic 
organizations and individual foreigners to invest in China and to enter into various 
forms of economic co-operation with Chinese enterprises and other economic organiza- 
tions in accordance with the law of the People's Republic of China. 
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All foreign enterprises and other foreign economic organizations in China, as well as 
joint ventures with Chinese and foreign investment located in China, shall abide by 
the law of the People's Republic of China. Their lawful rights and interests are 
protected by the law of the People's Republic of China. 


Article 19 


The state develops socialist educatioual undertakings and works to raise the scientific 
and cultural level of the whole nation. 


The state runs schools of various types, makes primary education compulsory and 
universal, develops secondary, vocational and higher education and promotes pre-school 
education. 


The state develops educational facilities of various types in order to wipe out 
illiteracy and provide political, cultural, scientific, technical and professional 
education for workers, peasants, state functionaries and other working people. It 
encourages people to become educated through self-study. 


The state encourages the collective economic organizations, state enterprises and 
undertakings and other social forces to set up educational institutions of various 
types i: accordance with the law. 


The state promotes the nationwide use of putonghua (common speech based on Beijing 
pronunciation). 


Article 20 


The state promotes the development of the natural and social sciences, disseminates 
scientific and technical knowledge, and commends and rewards achievements in scien- 
tific research as well as technological discoveries and inventions. 


Article 21 


The state develops medical and health services, promotes modern medicine and tradi- 
tional Chinese medicine, encourages and supports the setting up of various medical 
and health facilities by the rural economic collectives, state enterprises and 
undertakings and neighbourhood organizations, and promotes sanitation activities of 
a mass character, all to protect the people's health. 


The state develops physical culture and promotes mass sports activities to build up 
the people's physique. 


Article 22 


The state promotes the development of literature and art, the press, broadcasting and 
television undertakings, publishing and distribution services, libraries, museums, 
cultural centres and other cultural undertakings, that serve the people and socialism, 
and sponsors mass cultural activities. 


The state protects places of scenic and historical interest, valuable cultural monu- 
ments and relics «nd other important items of China's historical and cultural heritage. 


Article 23 


The state trains specialized personnel in all fields who serve socialism, increases 
the number of intellectuals and creates conditions to give full scope to their role 
in socialist modernization. 
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Article 24 


The state strengthens the building of socialist spiritual civilization through spread~ 
ing education in high ideals and morality, general education and education in 
discipline and the legal system, and through promoting the formulation and observance 
of rules of conduct and common pledges by different sections of the people in urban 
and rural areas. 


The state advocates the civic virtues of love for the motherland, for the people, for 
labour, for science and for socialiam, it educates the people in patriotism, collec- 
tiviem, internationalism and communism and in dialectical and historical materialism; 
it combats capitalist, feudalist and other decadent ideas. 


Article 25 


The state promotes family planning so that population growth may fit the plans for 
economic and social development, 


Article 26 


The state protects and improves the living environment and the ecological environment, 
and prevents and remedies pollution and other public hazards. 


The state organizes and encourages afforestation and the protection of forests. 
Article 27 


All state organs carry out the principle of simple and efficient administration, the 
system of responsibility for work and the system of training functionaries and apprais- 
ing their work in order constantly to improve quality of work and efficiency and combat 
bureaucratism. 


All state organs and functionaries must rely on the support of the people, keep in 
close touch with them, heed their opinions and suggestions, accept their supervision 
and work hard to serve them. 


Article 28 


The state maintains public order and suppresses treasonable and other  nter-revolu- 
tionary activities; it penalizes actions that endanger public securit’ 4d disrupt the 
socialist economy and other criminal activities, and punishes and refo s criminals. 


Article 29 
The armed forces of the People's Republic of China belong to the people. Their tasks 
are to strengthen national defence, resist aggression, defend the motherland, safe- 
guard the people's peaceful labour, participate in national reconstruction, and work 
hard to serve the people. 


The state strengthens the revolutionization, modernization and regularization of the 
armed forces in order to increase the national defence capability. 


Article 30 
The administrative division of the People's Republic of China is as follows: 


(1) The country is divided into provinces, autonomous regions and municipalities 
directly under the central government ; 
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(2) Provinces and autonomous regions are divided into autonomous prefectures, counties, 
autonomous counties and cities; 


(3) Counties and autonomous counties are divided into townships, nationality town- 
ships and towns, 


Municipalities directly under the central government and other large cities are divided 
into districts and counties, Autonomous prefectures are divided into counties, autono- 
mous counties, and cities, 


All autonomous regions, autonomous prefectures and autonomous counties are national 
autonomous areas, 


Article 31 
The state may establish special administrative regions when necessary. The systems 
to be instituted in special administrative regions shall be prescribed by law enacted 
by the National People's Congress in the light of the specific conditions. 

Article 32 
The People's Republic of China protects the lawful rights and interests of foreigners 
within Chinese territory, and while on Chinese territory foreigners must abide by the 
law of the People's Republic of China. 


The People's Republic of China may grant asylum to foreigners who request it for 
political reasons. 


Chapter Two 
The Fundamental Rights and Duties of Citizens 
Article 33 


All persons holding the nationality of the People's Republic of China are citizens of 
the People's Republic of China. 


All citizens of the People's Republic of China are equal before the law. 


Every citizen enjoys the rights and at the same time must perform the duties prescribed 
by the constitution and the law. 


Article 34 
All citizens of the People's Republic of China who have reached the age of 18 have the 
right to vote and stand for election, regardless of nationality, race, sex, occupation, 
family background, religious belief, education, property status, or length of residence, 
except persons deprived of political rights according to law. 

Article 35 


Citizens of the People's Republic of China enjoy freedom of speech, of the press, of 
assembly, of association, of procession and of demonstration. 


Article 36 


Citizens of the People's Republic of China enjoy freedom of religious belief. 
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No state organ, public organization or individual may compel citizens to believe in, 
or not to believe in, any religion; nor may they discriminate againat citizens who 
believe in, or do not believe in, any religion, 


The state protects normal religious activities. No one may make use of religion to 
engage in activities that disrupt public order, impair the health of citizens or 
interfere with the educational system of the atate. 


Religious bodies and religious affaire are not subject to any foreign domination, 
Article 37 
The freedom of person of citizens of the People's Republic of China is inviolable. 


No Citizen may be arrested except with the approval or by decision of a people's 
procuratorate or by decision of a people's court, and arrests must be made by a public 
security organ, 


Unlawful deprivation or restriction of citizens' freedom of person by detention or 
other means is prohibited; and unlawful search of the person of citizens is prohibited. 


Article 38 


The personal dignity of citizens of the People's Republic of China is inviolable. 
Insult, libel, false charge or frame-up directed against citizens by any means is 
prohibited. 


Article 39 


The home of citizens of the People's Republic of China is inviolable. Unlawful search 
of, or intrusion into, a citizen's home is prohibited. 


Article 40 


The freedom and privacy of correspondence of citizens of the People's Republic of China 
are protected by law. No organization or individual may, on any ground, infringe upon 
the freedom and privacy of citizens' correspondence except in cases where, to meet the 
needs of state security or of investigation into criminal offences, public security or 
procuratorial organs are permitted to censor correspondence in accordance with pro- 
cedures prescribed by law. 


Article 41 


Citizens of the People's Republic of China have the right to criticize and make sugges- 
tions to any state organ or functionary. Citizens have the right to make to relevant 
state organs complaints and charges against, or exposures of, violation of the law or 
dereliction of duty by any state organ or functionary; but fabrication or distortion 

of facts with the intention of libel or frame-up is prohibited. 


In case of complaints, charges or exposures made by citizens, the state organ concerned 
must deal with them in a responsible manner after ascertaining the facts. No one may 
suppress such complaints, charges and exposures, or retaliate against the citizens 
making them. 


Citizens who have suffered losses through infringement of their civic rights by any 
state organ or functionary have the right to compensation in accordance with the law. 


Article 42 


Citizens of the People's Republic of China have the right as well as the duty to work. 
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Using various channels, the state creates conditions for employment, strengthens 
labour protection, improves working conditions and, on the basis of expanded produc- 
tion, increases remuneration for work and social benefits. 


Work is the glorious duty of every able-bodied citizen. All working people in state 
enterprises and in urban and rural economic collectives should perform their taske 
with an attitude consonant with their status as masters of the country. The state 
promotes socialist labour emulation, and commends and rewards model and advanced 
workers, The state encourages citizens to take part in voluntary labour. 


The state provides necessary vocational training to citizens before they are employed. 
Article 43 
Working people in the People's Republic of China have the right to rest. 


The state expands facilities for rest and recuperation of working people, and pre- 
scribes working hours and vacations for workers and staff. 


Article 44 


The state prescribes by law the system of retirement for workers and staff in enter- 
prises and undertakings and for functionaries of organs of state. The livelihood of 
retired personnel is ensured by the state and society. 


Article 45 


Citizens of the People's Republic of China have the right to material assistance from 
the state and society when they are old, ill or disabled. The state develops the 
social insurance, social relief and medical and health services that are required to 
enable citizens to enjoy this right. 


The state and society ensure the livelihood of disabled members of the armed forces, 
provide pensions to the families of martyrs and give preferential treatment to the 
families of military personnel. 


The state and society help make arrangements for the work, livelihood and education 
of the blind, deaf-mute and other handicapped citizens. 


Article 46 


Citizens of the People's Republic of China have the duty as well as the right to 
receive education. 


The state promotes the all-round moral, intellectual and physical development of 
children and young people. 


Article 47 


Citizens of the People's Republic of China have the freedom to engage in scientific 
research, literary and artistic creation and other .ltural pursuits. The state 
encourages and assists creative endeavours conducive to the interests of the people 
that are made by citizens engaged in education, science, technology, literature, 

art and other cultural work. 


Article 48 


Women in the People's Republic of China enjoy equal rights with men in all spheres of 
life, political, economic, cultural and social, including family life. 
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The state protects the rights and interests of women, applies the principle of equal 
pay for equal work for men and women alike and trains and selects cadres from among 
women, 


Article 49 
Marriage, the family and mother and child are protected by the state. 
Both husband and wife have the duty to practise family planning. 


Parents have the duty to rear and educate their minor children, and children who have 
come of age have the duty to support and assist their parents, 


Violation of the freedom of marriage ie prohibited. Maltreatment of old people, 
women and children is prohibited, 


Article 50 


The People's Republic of China protects the legitimate rights and interests of Chinese 
nationals residing abroad end protects the lawful rights and interests of returned 
overseas Chinese and of the family members of Chinese nationals residing abroad. 


Article 51 
The exercise by citizens of the People's Republic of China of their freedoms and rights 
may not infringe upon the interests of the state, of society and of the collective, 
or upon the lawful freedoms and rights of other citizens. 


Article 52 


It is the duty of citizens of the People's Republic of China to safeguard the unity of 
the country and the unity of all its nationalities. 


Article 53 


Citizens of the People's Republic of China must abide by the constitution and the law, 
keep state secrets, protect public property and observe labour discipline and public 
order and respect social ethics. 


Article 54 
It is the duty of citizens of the People's Republic of China to safeguard the security, 
honour and interests of the motherland, they must not commit acts detrimental to the 
security, honour and interests of the motherland. 


Article 55 


It is the sacred obligation of every citizen of the People's Republic of China to 
defend the motherland and resist aggression. 


It is the honourable duty of citizens o* the People's Republic of China to perform 
military service and join the militia in accordance with the law. 


Article 56 


It is the duty of citizens of the People's Republic of China to pay taxes in accordance 
with the law. 
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Chapter Three 
The Structure of the State 
Section I 
The National People's Congress 
Article 57 


The National People's Congress of the People's Republic of China is the highest organ 
of state power. Its permanent body is the Standing Committee of the National People's 
Congress. 


Article 58 


The National People's Congress and its Standing Committee exercise the legislative 
power of the state, 


Article 59 


The National People's Congress is composed of deputies elected by the provinces, 
autonomous regions and municipalities directly under the central government, and by 
the armed forces. All the minority nationalities are entitled to appropriate repre- 
sentation, 


Election of deputies to the National People's Congress is conducted by the Standing 
Committee of the National People's Congress. 


The number of deputies to the National People's Congress and the manner of their 
election are prescribed by Law. 


Article 60 
The National People's Congress is elected for a ter. of five years. 


Two months before the expiration of the term of office of a National People's Congress, 
its Standing Committee must ensure that the election of deputies to the succeeding 
National People's Congress is completed. Should exceptional circumstances prevent 
such an election, it may be postponed by decision of a majority vote of more than two- 
thirds of all those on the Standing Committee of the incumbent National People's 
Congress, and the term of office of the incumbent National People's Congress may be 
extended. The election of deputies to the succeeding National People's Congress must 
be completed within one year after the termination of such exceptional circumstances. 


Article 61 
The National People's Congress meets in session once a year and is convened by its 
Standing Committee. A session of the National People's Congress may be convened at any 
time the Standing Committee deems this necessary, or when more than one-fifth of the 
deputies to the National People's Congress so propose. 


When the National People's Congress meets, it elects a presidium to conduct its 
session. 


Article 62 
The National People's Congress exercises the following functions and powers: 


(1) to amend the constitution; 
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(2) to supervise the enforcement of the constitution; 


(3) to enact and amend basic statutes concerning criminal offences, civil affairs, 
the state organs and other matters; 


(4) to elect the president and the vice-president of the People's Republic of China; 
(previously translated as chairman and vice-chairman of the People's Republic of China 
-- translator's note) 

(5) to decide on the choice of the premier of the State Council upon nomination by 
the president of the People's Republic of China, and to decide on the choice of the 
vice-premiers, state councillors, ministers in charge of ministries or commissions and 
the auditor-general and the secretary-general of the State Council upon nomination by 
the premier; 


(6) to elect the chairman of the Central Military Commission and, upon his nomination, 
to decide on the choice of all the others on the Central Military Commission; 


(7) to elect the president of the Supreme People's Court; 
(8) to elect the procurator-general of the Supreme People's Procuratorate; 


(9) to examine the approve the plan for national economic and social development and 
the reports on its implementation; 


(10) to examine and approve the state budget and the report on its implementation; 


(11) to alter or annul inappropriate decisions of the Standing Committee of the 
National People's Congress; 


(12) to approve the establishment of provinces, autonomous regions, and municipa)ities 
directly under the central government; 


(13) to decide on the establishment of special administrative regions and the systems 
to be instituted there; 


(14) to decide on questions of war and peace; and 


(15) to exercise such other functions and powers as the highest organ of state power 
should exercise. 


Article 63 


The National People's Congress has the power to recall or remove from office the 
following persons: 


(1) the president and the vice-president of the People's Republic of China; 


(2) the premier, vice-premiers, state councillors, ministers in charge of ministries 
or commissions and the auditor-general and the secretary-general of the State Council; 


(3) the chairman of the Central Military Commission and others on the commission; 
(4) the president of the Supreme People's Court; and 


(5) the procurator-general of the Supreme People's Procuratorate. 
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Article 64 


Amendments to the constitu"ion are to be proposed by the Standing Committee of the 
National People's Congress or by more than one-fifth of the deputies to the National 
People's Congress and adopted by « majority vote of more than two-thirds of all the 
deputies to the congress. 


Statutes and resolutions are adopted by a majority vote of more than one half of all 
the deputies to the National People's Congress. 
Article 65 


The Standing Committee of the National People's Congress is composed of the following: 
the chairman, the vice-chairmen; the secretary-general; and members. 


Minority nationalities are entitled to appropriate representation on the Standing 
Committee of the National People's Congress. 


The National People's Congress elects, and has the power to recall, all those on its 
Standing Committee. 


No one on the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress shall hold any post 
in any of the administrative, judicial or procuratorial organs of the state. 


Article 66 
The Standing Committee of the National People's Congress is elected for the same term 
as the National People's Congress; it exercises its functions and powers until a new 


Standing Committee is elected by the succeeding National People's Congress. 


The chairman and vice-chairmen of the Stending Committee shall serve no more than two 
consecutive terms. 


Article 67 


The Standing Committee of the National People's Congress exercises the following 
functions and powers; 


(1) to interpret the constitution and supervise its enforcement; 


(2) to enact and amend statutes with the exception of those which should be enacted 
by the National People's Congress; 


(3) to enact, when the National People's Congress is not in session, partial supple- 
ments and amendments to statutes enacted by the National People's Congress provided 
that they do not contravene the hasic principles of these statutes; 


(4) to interpret statutes; 
(5) to examine and approve, when the National People's Congress is not in session, 
partial adjustments to the plan for national economic and social development and to 


the ccate budget that prove necessary in the course of their implementation; 


(6) to supervise the work of the State Council, the Central Military Commission, the 
Supreme People's Court and the Supreme People's Procuratorate; 


(7) to annul those administrative rules and regulations, decisions or orders of the 
State Council that contravene the constitution or the statutes; 
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(8) to annul those local regulations or decisions of the organs of state power of 
provinces, autonomous regions and municipalities directly under the central govern~ 
ment that contravene the constitution, the statutes or the administrative rules and 
regulations; 


(9) to decide, when the National People's Congress is not in session, on the choice 
of ministers in charge of ministries or commissions or the auditor-general and the 
secretary~general of the State Council upon nomination by the premier of the State 
Council; 


(10) to decide, upon nomination by the chairman of the Central Military Commission, 
on the choice of others on the commission, when the National People's Congress is not 
in session; 


(11) to appoint and remove the vice-presidents and judges of the Supreme People's 
Court, members of its Judicial Committee and the president of the Military Court at 
the suggestion of the president of the Supreme People's Court; 


(12) to appoint and remove the deputy procurators-general and procurators of the 
Supreme People's Procuratorate, members of its Procuratorial Committee and the chief 
procurator of the Military Procuratorate at the request of the procurator-general of 
the Supreme People's Procuratorate, and to approve the appointment and removal of the 
chief procurators of the people's procuratorates of provinces, autonomous regions and 
municipalities directly under the central government; 


(13) to decide on the appointment and recall of plenipotentiary representatives 
abroad; 


(14) to decide on the ratification and abrogation of treaties and important agree- 
ments concluded with foreign states; 


(15) to institute systems of titles and ranks for military and diplomatic personnel 
and of other specific titles and ranks; 


(16) to institute state medals and titles of honour and decide on their conferment; 
(17) to decide on the granting of special pardons; 

(18) to decide, when the National People's Congress is not in session, on the procla- 
mation of a state of war in the event of an armed attack on the country or in fulfill- 
ment of international treaty obligations concerning common defence against aggression; 
(19) to decide on general mobilization or partial mobilization; 

(20) to decide on the enforcement of martial law throughout the country or in 

partic }er pivvinces, autonomous regions or municipalities directly under the central 


government; and 


(21) to exercise such other functions and powers as the National People's Congress 
may assign to it. 


Article 68 


The chairman of the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress presides 
over the work of the Standing Committee and convenes its meetings. The vice-chairmen 
and the secretary-general assist the chairman in his work. 


Chairmanship meetings with the participation of the chairman, vice-chairmen and secre- 
tary-general handle the important day-to-day work of the Standing Committee of the 
National People's Congress. 
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Article 69 


The Standing Committee of the National People's Congress is responsible to the National 
People's Congress and reports on its work to the congress. 


Article 70 


The National People's Congress establishes a nationalities committee, a law committee, 
a finance and economic committee, an education, science, culture and public health 
committee, a foreign affairs committee, an overseas Chinese committee and such other 
special committees as are necessary. These special committees work under the direction 
of the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress when the congress is not 

in session, 


The special committees examine, discuss and draw up relevant bills and draft resolu- 
tions uncer the direction of the National People's Congress and its Standing Committee. 


Article 71 


The National People's Congress and its Standing Committee may, when they deem it 
necessa)y, appoint committees of inquiry into specific questions and adopt relevant 
resolutions in the light of their reports. 


All organs of state, public organizations and citizens concerned are obliged to 
supply the necessary information to those committees of inquiry when they conduct 
investigations. 


Article 72 


Deputies to the National People's Congress and all those on its Standing Committee 
have the right, in accordance with procedures prescribed by law, to submit bills and 
proposals within the scope of the respective functions and powers of the National 
People's Congress and its Standing Committee. 


Article 73 


Deputies to the National People's Congress during its sessions, and all those on its 
Standing Committee during its meetings, have the right to address questions, in 
accordance with procedures prescribed by law, to the State Council or the ministries 
and commissions under the State Council, which must answer the questions in a respon- 
sible manner. 


Article 74 


No deputy to the National People's Congress may be arrested or placed on criminal 
trial without the consent of the presidium of the current session of the National 
People's Congress or, when the National People's Congress is not in session, without 
the consent of its Standing Committee. 


Article 75 


Deputies to the National People's Congress may not be called to legal account for 
their speeches or votes at its meetings. 


Article 76 


Deputies to the National People's Congress must play an exemplary role in abiding by 
the constitution and the law and keeping state secrets and, in production and other 
work and their public activities, assist in the enforcement of the constitution and 
the law. 
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Deputies to the National People's Congress should maintain close conact with the 
units which elected them and with the people, listen to and convey the opinions and 
demands of the people and work hard to serve them, 


Article 77 


Deputies to the National People's Congress are subject to the supervision of the units 
which elected them. The electoral units have the power, through procedures prescribed 
by law, to recall the deputies whom they elected. 


Article 78 


The organization and working procedures of the National People's Congress and its 
Standing Committee are prescribed by law. 


Section II 
The President of the People's Republic of China 
Article 79 


The president and vice-president [zhu xi, fu zhu xi 0031 1598, 0479 0031 1598] of the 
People's Republic of China are elected by the National People's Congress. 


Citizens of the People's Republic of China who have the right to vote and to stand 
for election and who have reached the age of 45 are eligible for election as president 
or vice-president of the People's Republic of China. 


The term of office of the president and vice-president of the People's Republic of 
China is the same as that of the National People's Congress, and they shall serve no 
more than two consecutive terms. 


Article 80 


The president of the People's Republic of China, in pursuance of decisions of the 
National People's Congress and its Standing Committee, promulgates statutes, appoints 
and removes the premier, vice-premiers, state councillors, ministers in charge of 
ministries or commissions, and the auditor-general and the secretary-general of the 
State Council; confers state medals and titles of honour; issues orders of special 
pardons; proclaims martial law; proclaims a state of war; and issues mobilization 
orders. 


Article 81 


The president of the People's Republic of China receives foreign diplomatic represen- 
tatives on behalf of the People's Republic of China and, in pursuance of decisions of 
the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress, appoints and recalls pleni- 
potentiary representatives abroad, and ratifies and abrogates treaties and important 
agreements concluded with foreign states. 


Article 82 
The vice-president of the People's Republic of China assists the president in his work. 


The vice-president of the People's Republic of China may exercise such parts of the 
functions and powers of the president as the president may entrust to hin. 
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Article 83 
The president and vice-president of the People's Republic of China exercise their 
functions and powers until the new president and vice-president elected by the 
succeeding National People's Congress assume office. 


Article 84 


In case the office of the president of the People's Republic of China falls vacant, 
the vice-president succeeds to the office of president. 


In case the office of the vice-president of the People's Republic of China falls 
vacant, the National People's Congress shall elect a new vice-president to fill the 
vacancy. 
In the event that the offices of both the president and the vice-president of the 
People's Republic of China fall vacant, the National People's Congress shall elect a 
new president aiid a new vice-president. Prior to such election, the chairman of the 
Standing Committee of the National People's Congress shall temporarily act as the 
president of the People's Republic of China. 

Section III 

The State Council 

Article 85 
The State Council, that is, the central people's government, of the People's Republic 
of China is the executive body of the highest organ of state power; it is the highest 
organ of state administration. 

Article 86 
The State Council is composed of the following: 
The premier; the vice-premiers; the state councillors; the ministers in charge of 


ministries; the ministers in charge of commissions; the auditor-general; and the 
secretary-general. 


The premier has overall responsibility for the State Council. The ministers have 
overall responsibility for the respective ministries or commissions under their charge. 


The organization of the State Council is prescribed by law. 
Article 87 


The term of office of the State Council is the same as that of the National People's 
Congress. 


The premier, vice-premiers and state councillors shall serve no more than two conse- 
cutive terms. 


Article 88 


The premier directs the work of the State Council. The vice-premiers and state 
councillors assist the premier in his work. 


Executive meetings of the State Council are composed of the premier, the vice-premiers, 
the state councillors and the secretary-general of the State Council. 
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The premier convenes and presides over the executive meetings and plenary meetings of 
the State Council. 


Article 89 
The State Council exercises the following functions and powers: 


(1) to adopt administrative measures, enact administrative rules and regulations and 
issue decisions and orders in accordance with the constitution and the statutes; 


(2) to submit proposals to the National People's Congress or its Standing Committee; 


(3) to lay down the tasks and responsibilities of the ministries and commissions of 
the State Council, to exercise unified leadership over the work of the ministries and 
commissions and to direct all other administrative work of a national character that 
does not fall within the jurisdiction of the ministries and commissions; 


(4) to exercise unified leadership over the work of local organs of state administra- 
tion at different levels throughout the country, and to lay down the detailed division 
of functions and powers between the central government and the organs of state 
administration of provinces, autonomous regions and municipalities directly under the 
central government ; 


(5) to draw up and implement the plan for national economic and social development 
and the state budget; 


(6) to direct and administer economic work and urban and rural development; 


(7) to direct and administer the work concerning education, science, culture, public 
health, physical culture and family planning; 


(8) to direct and administer the work concerning civil affairs, public security, 
judicial administration, supervision and other related matters; 


(9) to conduct foreign affairs and conclude treaties and agreements with foreign 
states; 


(10) to direct and administer the building of national defence; 


(11) to direct and administer affairs concerning the nationalities, and to safeguard 
the equal rights of minority nationalities and the right of autonomy of the national 
autonomous areas; 


(12) to protect the legitimace rights and interests of Chinese nationals residing 
abroad and protect the lawful rights and interests of returned overseas Chinese and of 
the family members of Chinese nationals residing abroad; 


(13) to alter or annul inappropriate orders, directives and regulations issued by the 
ministries or commissions; 


(14) to alter or annul inappropriate decisions and orders issued by local organs of 
state administration at different levels; 


(15) to approve the geographic division of provinces, autonomous regions and munici- 
palities directly under the central government, and to approve the establishment and 
geographic division of autonomous prefectures, counties, autonomous counties and 
cities; 


(16) to decide on the enforcement of martial law in parts of provinces, autonomous 
regions and municipalities directly under the central government; 
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(17) to examine and decide on the size of administrative organs and, in accordance with 
the law, to appoint, remove and train administrative officers, appraise their work 
and reward or punish them; and 


(18) to exercise such other functions and powers as the National People's Congress or 
its Standing Committee may assign it. 


Article 90 


The ministers in charge of ministries or commissions of the State Council are respon- 
sible for the work of their respective departments and convene and preside over their 
ministerial meetings or commission meetings that discuss and decide on major issues 
in the work of their respective departments. 


The ministries and commissions issue orders, directives and regulations within the 
jurisdiction of their respective departments and in accordance with the statutes and 
the administrative rules and regulations, decisions and orders issued by the State 
Council. 


Article 91 
The State Council establishes an auditing body to supervise through auditing the 
revenue and expenditure of all departments under the state council and of the local 


governments at different levels, and those of the state financial and monetary organi- 
zations and of enterprises and undertakings. 


Under the direction of the premier of the State Council, the auditing body independ- 
ently exercises its power to supervise through auditing in accordance with the law, 
subject to no interference by any other administrative organ or any public organization 
or individual. 

Article 92 
The State Council is responsible, and reports on its work, to the National Peopie's 
Congress or when the National People's Congress is not in session, to its Standing 
Committee. 

Section IV 

The Central Military Commission 
Article 93 


The Central Military Commission of the People's Republic of China directs the armed 
forces of the country. 


The Central Military Commission is composed of the following: 
The chairman; the vice-chairmen; and members. 


The chairman of the Central Military Commission has overall responsibility for the 
commission. 


The term of office of the Central Military Commission is the same as that of the 
National People's Congress. 


Article 94 


The chairman of the Central Military Commission is responsible to the National People's 
Congress and its Standing Committee. 
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Section V 


The Local People's Congresses and the Local People's 
Governments at Different Levels 


Article 95 


People's congresses and people's governments are established in provinces, municipali- 
ties directly under the central government, counties, cities, municipal districts, 
townships, nationality townships and towns. 


The organization of local people's congresses and local people's governments at 
different levels is prescribed by law. 


Organs of self-government are established in autonomous regions, autonomous prefectures 
and autonomous counties. The organization and working procedures of organs of self- 
government are prescribed by law in accordance with the basic principles laid down in 
sections V and VI of Chapter Three of the constitution. 


Article 96 

Local people's congresses at different levels are local organs of state power. 

Local people's congresses at and above the county level establish standing committees. 
Article 97 


Deputies to the people's congresses of provinces, municipalities directly under the 
central government, and cities divided into districts are elected by the people's 
congresses at the next lower level; deputies to the people's congresses of counties, 
cities not divided into districts, municipal districts, townships, nationality town- 
ships and towns are elected directly by their constituencies. 


The number of deputies to local people's congresses at different levels and the manner 
of their election are prescribed by law. 


Article 98 


The term of office of the people's congresses of provinces, municipalities directly 
under the central government and cities divided into districts is five years. The 
term of office of the people's congresses of counties, cities not divided into dis- 
tricts, municipal districts, townships, nationality townships and towns is three years. 


Article 99 


Local people's congresses at different levels ensure the observance and implementation 
of the constitution, the statutes and the administrative rules and regulations in 
their respective administrative areas. Within the limits of their authority as 
prescribed by law, they adopt and issue resolutions and examine and decide on plans 
for local economic and cultural development and for the development of public services. 


Local people's congresses at and above the county level examine and approve the plans 
for economic and social development and the budgets of their respective administrative 
areas and examine and approve reports on their implementation. They have the power 

to alter or annul inappropriate decisions of their own standing committees. 


The people's congresses of nationality townships may, within the limits of their 
authority as prescribed by law, take specific measures suited to the peculiarities of 
the nationalities concerned. 
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Article 100 


The people's congresses of provinces and municipalities directly under the central 
government, and their standing committees, may adopt local regulations, which must 

not .ontravene the constitution, the statutes and the administrative rules and regu- 
lations, and they shall report such local regulations to the Standing Committee of the 
National People's Congress for the record. 


Article 101 


At their respective levels, local people's congresses elect, and have the power to 
recall, governors and deputy governors, or mayors and deputy mayors, or heads and 
deputy heads of counties, districts, townships and towns. 


Local people's congresses at and above the county level elect, and have the power to 
recall, presidents of people's courts and chief procurators of people's procuratorates 
at the corresponding level. The election or recall of chief procurators of people's 
procuratorates shall be reported to the chief procurators of the people's procurator- 
ates at the next higher level for submission to the standing committees of the people's 
congresses at the corresponding level for approval. 


Article 102 


Deputies to the people's congresses of provinces, municipalities directly under the 
central government and cities divided into districts are subject to supervision by the 
units which elected them, deputies to the people's congresses of counties, cities not 
divided into districts, municipal districts, townships, nationality townships and 
towns are subject to supervision by their constituencies. 


The electoral units and constituencies which elect deputies to local people's con- 
gresses at different levels have the power, according to procedures prescribed by law, 
to recall deputies whom they elected. 


Article 103 


The standing committee of a local people's congress at and above the county level is 
composed of a chairman, vice-chairmen and members, and is responsible, and reports on 
its work, to the people's congress at the corresponding level. 


The local people's congress at and above the county level elects, and has the power to 
recall, anyone on the standing committee of the people's congress at the corresponding 
level. 


No one on the standing committee of a local people's congress at and above the county 
level shall hold any post in state administrative, judicial and procuratorial organs. 


Article 104 


The standing committee of a local people's congress at and above the county level 
discusses and decides on major issues in all fields of work in its administrative 
area; supervises the work of the people's government, people's court and people's 
procuratorate at the corresponding level; annuls inappropriate decisions and orders 

of the peoples government at the corresponding level, annuls inappropriate resolutions 
of the people's congress at the next lower level, decides on the appointment and 
removal of functionaries of state organs within its jurisdiction a prescribed by law; 
and, when the people's congress at the corresponding level is not in session, recalls 
individual deputies to the people's congress at the next higher level and elects 
individual deputies to fill vacancies in that people's congress. 
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Article 105 


Local people's governments at different levels are the executive bodies of local organs 
of state power as well as the local organs of state administration at the correspond- 
ing level. 


Local people's governments at different levels practise the system of overall respon- 
sibility by governors, mayors, county heads, district heads, township heads and town 
heads. 


Article 106 


The term of office of local people's governments at different levels is the same as 
that of the people's congresses at the corresponding level. 


Article 107 


Local people's governments at and above the county level, within the limits of their 
authority as prescribed by law, conduct the administrative work concerning the economy, 
education, science, culture, public health, physical culture, urban and rural develop- 
ment, finance, civil affairs, public security, nationalities affiars, judicial 
administration, supervision and family planning in their respective administrative 
areas; issue decisions and orders; appoint, remove and train administrative function- 
aries, appraise their work and reward or punish them. 


People's governments of townships, nationality townships and towns carry out the 
resolutions of the people's congress at the corresponding level as well as the deci- 
sions and orders of the state administrative organs at the next higher level and 
conduct administrative work in their respective administrative areas. 


Article 108 


Local people's governments at and above the county level direct the work of their sub- 
ordinate departments and of people's governments at lower levels, and have the power 

to alter or annul inappropriate decisions of their subordinate departments and people's 
governments at lower levels. 


Article 109 


Auditing bodies are established by localpeople's governments at and above the county 
level. Local auditing bodies at different levels independently exercise their power 
to supervise through auditing in accordance with the law and are responsible to the 
people's government at the corr-sponding level and to the auditing body at the next 
higher level. 


Article 110 


Local people's governments at different levels are responsible, and report on their 
work, to people's congresses at the corresponding level. Local people's governments 
at and above the county level are responsible, and report on their work, to the 
standing committee of the people's congress at the corresponding level when the 
congress is not in session. 


Local people's governments at different levels are responsible, and report on their 
work, to the state administrative organs at the next higher level. Local people's 
governments at different levels throughout the country are state administrative organs 
under the unified leadership of the state council and are subordinate to it. 
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Article 111 


The residents’ committees and villagers' committees established among urban and 
rural residents on the basis of their place of residence are mass organizations of 
self-management at the grass-roots level. The chairman, vice-chairmen and members 
of each residents’ or villagers' committee are elected by the residents. The rela- 
tionship between the residents’ and villagers' committees and the grass-roots organs 
of state power is prescribed by law. 


The residents' and villagers’ committees establish committees for people's wediation, 
public security, public health and other matters in order to manage public affairs 
and social services in their areas, mediate civil disputes, help maintain public 
order and convey residents' opinions and demands and make suggestions to the people's 
government. 


Section VI 
The Organs of Self-Government of National Autonomous Areas 
Article 112 


The organs of self-government of national autonomous areas are the people's congresses 
and people's governments of autonomous regions, autonomous prefectures and autonomous 
counties. 


Article 113 


In the people's congress of an autonomous region, prefecture or county, in addition 

to the deputies of the nationality or nationalities exercising regional autonomy in 
the administrative area, the other nationalities inhabiting the area are also entitled 
to appropriate representation. 


The chairmanship and vice-chairmanships of the standing committee of the people's con- 
gress of an autonomous region, prefecture or county shall include a citizen or 
citizens of the nationality or nationalities exercising regional autonomy in the area 
concerned. 


Article 114 


The administrative head of an autonomous region, prefecture or county shall be a 
citizen of the nationality, or of one of the nationalities, exercising regional 
autonomy in the area concerned. 


Article 115 


The organs of self-government of autonomous regions, prefectures and counties exercise 
the functions and powers of local organs of state as specified in Section V of Chapter 
Three of the constitution. At the same time, they exercise the right of autonomy 
within the limits of their authority as prescribed by the constitution, the law of 
regional national autonomy and other laws, and implement the laws and policies of the 
state in the light of the existing local situation. 


Article 116 


People's congresses of national autonomous areas have the power to enact autonomy 
regulations and specific regulations in the light of the political, economic and 
cultural characteristics of the nationality or nationalities in the areas concerned. 
The autonomy regulations and specific regulations of autonomous regions shall be 
submitted to the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress for approval 
before they go into effect. Those of autonomous prefectures and counties shall be 


 __<£_ 
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submitted to the standing committees of the people's congresses of provinces or 
autonomous regions for approval before they go into effect, and they shall be 
reported to the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress for the record, 


Article 117 


The organs of self-government of the national autonomous areas have the power of 
autonomy in administering the finances of their areas. All revenues accruing to the 
national autonomous areas under the financial system of the state shall be managed and 
used by the organs of self-government of those arees on their own, 


Article 118 


The organs of self-government of the national autonomous areas independently arrange 
for and administer local economic development under the guidance of state plans. 


In exploiting natural resources and building enterprises in the national autonomous 
areas, the state shall give due consideration to the interests of those areas. 


Article 119 


The organs of self-government of the national autonomous areas independently adminis- 
ter educational, scientific, cultural, public health and physical culture affairs in 
their respective areas, protect and cull through the cultural heritage of the nation- 
alities and work for the development and prosperity of their cultures. 


Article 120 


The organs of self-government of the national autonomous areas may, in accordance with 
the military system of the state and concrete local needs and with the approval of the 
State Council, organize local public security forces for the maintenance of public 
order. 


Article 121 


In performing their functions, the organs of self-government of the national autonomous 
areas, in accordance with the autonomy regulations of the respective areas, employ the 
spoken and written language or languages in common use in the locality. 


Article 122 


The state gives financial, material and technical assistance to the minority nation- 
alities to accelerate their economic and cultural development. 


The state helps the national autonomous areas train large numbers of cadres at differ- 
ent levels and specialized personnel and skilled workers of different professions and 
trades from among the nationality or nationalities in those areas. 

Section VII 


The People's Courts and the People's Procutatorates 


Article 123 


The people's courts in the People's Republic of China are the judicial organs of the 
state. 
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Article 124 


The People's Republic of China established the Supreme People's Court and the local 
people's courts at different levels, military courts and other special people's courts. 


The term of office of the president of the Supreme People's Court is the same as that 
of the National People's Congress, he shall serve no more than two consecutive terms, 


The organization of people's courts is prescribed by law. 

Article 125 
All cases handled by the people's courts, except for those involving special circum- 
stances as specified by law, shall be heard in public. The accused has the right of 


defence. 


Article 126 


The people's courts shall, in accordance with the law, exercise judicial power inde- 
pendently and are not subject to interference by administrative organs, public organi- 
zations or individuals. 


Article 127 
The Supreme People's Court is the highest judicial organ. 
The Supreme People's Court supervises the administration of justice by the local 
people's courts at different levels and by the special people's courts; people's 


courts at higher levels supervise the administration of justice by those at lower 
levels. 


Article 128 


The Supreme People's Court is responsible to the National People's Congress and its 
Stand‘ng Committee. Local people's courts at different levels are responsible to the 
organs of state power which created them. 


Article 129 


The people's procuratorates of the People's Republic of China are state organs for 
legal supervision. 


Article 130 


The People's Republic of China establishes the Supreme People's Procuratorate and the 
local people's procuratorates at different levels, military procuratorates and other 
special people's procuratorates. 


The term of office of the procurator-general of the Supreme People's Procuratorate 
is the same as that of the National People's Congress; he shall serve no more than 
two consecutive terms. 
The organization of people's procuratorates is prescribed by law. 

Article 131 
People's procuratorates shall, in accordance with the law, exercise procuratorial 


power independently and are not subject to interference by administrative organs, 
public organizations or individuals. 
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Article 132 
The Supreme People's Procuratorate is the highest procuratorial organ. 


The Supreme People's Procuratorate directs the work of the local people's procura- 
torates at different levels and of the special people's procuratorates; people's 
procuratorates at higher levels direct the work of those at lower levels. 


Article 133 


The Supreme People's Procuratorate is responsible to the National People's Congress 
and its Standing Committee. Local people's procuratorates at different levels are 
responsible to the organs of state power at the corresponding levels which created 
them and to the people's procuratorates at the higher level. 


Article 134 


Citizens of all nationalities have the right to use the spoken and written languages 
of their own nationalities in court proceedings. The people's courts and people's 
procuratorates should provide translation for any party to the court proceedings who 
is not familiar with the spoken or written languages in common use in the locality. 


In an area where people of a minority nationality live in a compact community or 
where a number of nationalities live together, hearings should be conducted in the 
language or languages in common use in the locality; indictments, judgments, notices 
and other documents should be written, according to actual needs, in the language or 
languages in common use in the locality. 

Article 135 
The people's courts, people's procuratorates and public security organs shall, in 
handling criminal cases, divide their functions, each taking responsibility for its 
own work, and they shall co-ordinate their efforts and check each other to ensure 
correct and effective enforcement of law. 

Chapter Four 

The National Flag, the National Emblem and the Capital 

Article 136 
The national flag of the People's Republic of China is a red flag with five stars. 

Article 137 


The national emblem of the People's Republic of China is Tiananmen in the centre 
illuminated by five stars and encircled by ears of grain and a cogwheel. 


Article 138 


The capital of the People's Republic of China is Beijing.

Wei Guoqing, Seypidin, Peng Chong, Ngapoi Ngawang Jigme, Liao Chengzhi, Hu Juewen, 

Xu Deheng, Shi Liang, Xiao Jingguang, Bangqen Erdini Qoigyi Gyancan, Ting Mao, Hu 
Lijiao, Xiang Nan, Han Ningfu, Du Xingyuan, Ma Wenrui and Tomur Dawamat." While the 
namelist is being read, the camera pans to show the other executive chairmen of the 
meeting sitting in the first row of the rostrum in several medium shots, During these 
shorts, Yu Oiuli, Fang Yi, Gu Mu and Chen Muhua are shown sitting in the second row 

of the rostrum. 


Next, Xi Zhongxun, identified by the announcer as executive chairman of the meeting and 
vice chairman of the NPC Standing Committee, is shown in a close-up shot and is heard 
addressing the meeting. The camera then pans to show many deputies to the NPC 
applauding and then raising their hands. At this point, the announcer says the meeting 
has ensorsed the namelist of 62 scrutineers with Chen Zhibin and Du Dihua as chief 
scrutineers. 


Next, a series of medium shots are given of the following PRC leaders casting their 
ballots into a ballot box on the rostrum: Hu Juewen, Ngapoi Ngawang Jigme, Seypidin, 
Ulanhu, Deng Yingchao, Li Jingquan (being assisted by a male attendant), Peng Zhen, 
Xi Zhongxun and Yang Shangkun. After this, Wei Guoqing and Peng Chong are shown 
following Yang Shangkun and waiting their turns to cast their ballots. Next, 
many deputies to the NPC are shown walking toward ballot boxes in the auditorium to 
cast their ballots. This is followed by another series of medium shots of the 
following PRC leaders casting their ballots into a ballot box on the rostrum: 

Chen Muhua, Gu Mu, Fang Yi, Yi Qiuli, Wan Li, Zhao Ziyang, Zhang Tingfa, Song Renqiong, 
Yang Dezhi, Li Desheng, Deng Xiaoping, Hu Yaobang and Wang Zhen. It then shows many 
deputies to the NPC casting their ballots into ballot boxes in the auditorium.

A medium shot is shown of several people standing with their backs to the camera and 
casting their ballots into a ballot box on the rostrum of the auditorium. This is 
followed by a close-up shot of Xi Zhongxun, who is seen and heard saying: "According to 
a report made by the chief scrutineers, a total of 3,040 ballots were cast with 3,037 
votes for the adoption of the constitution and no opposing votes. There are three 
abstentions, It is now declared that the PRC Constitution has been endorsed by this 
meeting." The camera then pans to show people on the rostrum and in the auditorium 

app lauding. 


The following segment shows Xi Zhongxun asking the NPC deputies to raise their hands to 
adopt a resolution on the functions and powers of the present NPC Standing Committee. 
The film then gives a medium shot of Zhao Ziyang and Wan Li raising their hands. During 
the shot, the announcer says the meeting has adopted the resolution. This is followed 
by a medium shot of many people applauding on the rostrum and several long and medium 
shots of many NPC deputies sitting in the auditorium, Next, the film gives a long shot 
of many NPC deputies in the auditorium raising their hands to adopt a resolution on the 
PRC national anthem, The filmed report ends with a long shot of many deputies in the 
auditorium applauding the adoption of the resolution.

According to incom- 
plete statistics, PLA units delivered a total of 4.5 million jin of food and 1.48 
million articles of clothing, dispatched some 90,000 vehicles and 6,000 airplanes and 
vessels, transported 800,000 dun of supplies and sent out 2,700 medical teams. The 
deputies said: The PLA will continue to contribute to the construction of the country.

[Text] Beijing, December 5 (XINHUA) -- Following is the full text of the report on 
the draft of the revised constitution of the People's Republic of China delivered by 
Peng Zhen, vice-chairman of the Committee for Revision of the Constitution, on 
November 26, 1982, at the Fifth Session of the Fifth National People's Congress: 


Members of the Presidium and fellow deputies, 


I am entrusted by Chairman Ye Jianying of the Committee for Revision of the 
Constitution with the task of reporting on the draft of the revised constitution on 
behalf of the committee. 


The constitution currently in force was adopted by the Fifth National People's 
Congress at its First Session held in March 1978. Since then, our country has passed 
through a period of important historical change. After the Third Plenary Session of - 
the Eleventh Central Committee of the Chinese Communist Party convened in December 
1978, the party and the state led the whole people in rectifying the mistakes of the 
"Cultural Revolution" in all fields, summed up in a deep-going way the historical 
experience gained since the founding of the People's Republic and restored, or in the 
light of the new situation formulated, a series of correct principles and policies 
which have enormously changed the country's political, economic and cultural life. 


The constitution as it stands in many ways no longer conforms to present realities 
or meets the needs of the life of the state; thus, all-round revision is necessary. 
The Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since the Founding of 
the People's Republic of China adopted last year by the Eleventh Central Committee of 
the Chinese Communist Party at its Sixth Plenary Session and the documents adopted by 
the twelfth national party congress this year received support from the people of the 
whole country and provide a sound basis for revising the constitution. 


We have for two years discussed and revised the present constitution conscientiously, 
carefully and meticulously. At the suggestion of the party Central Committee, the 
Fifth National People's Congress at its Third Plenary Session on September 10, 1980 
decided to set up a Committee for kevision of the Constitution to be responsible for 
the work. After being set up, the committee and its secretariat solicited opinions 
widely from all localities, departments and quarters and closely studied them and, in 
February this year, submitted the draft of the revised constitution of the People's 
Republic of China for discussion. The committee at its second session spent nine 
days in discussing and revising the draft. Revisions were also proposed by members 
of the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress, by some members of the 
Standing Committee of the National Committee of the Chinese People's Political 
Consultative Conference, by leaders of democratic parties and people's organizations, 
and by leading members of departments under the Chinese Communist Party's Central 
Committee, of departments under the State Council, of leading bodies of the People's 
Liberation Army and of provinces, autonomous regions and municipalities directly 
under the central government. The committee at its third session in April carried 
on a nine-day discussion on the draft and adopted it, which was made public by the 
Standing Committee of the National People's Congress and submitted to the people of 
all nationalities in the country for discussion. 


The extensive scale of the nationwide discussion, the vast number of participants and 
the wide impact demonstrate the surging political enthusiasm of the workers, peasants, 
intellectuals and other sections of the people in mana’ ne state affairs. Through the 
discussion and the exercise of democracy, the wisdom of the people has been pooled 
more effectively for revising the constitution. Such discussion was in fact an 
experience in national mass education in the legal svstem, and it has raised the 
consciousness of the cadres and the masses in abidin »y the constitution and upholding 
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its dignity. The consensus is that the draft scientifically sums up the historical 
experience of development of socialism in China, that it reflects the common will and 
fundamental interests of the people of all nationalities, conforms to the situation in 
China and meets the needs of socialist modernization. During the nationwide 
discussion, many opinions and proposals of all kinds were put forward. The 
secretariat of the Committee for Revision of the Constitution made further revision 
of the draft in accordance with them. Many important and rational proposals were 
adopted. While the substance of the original draft remains unchanged, nearly 100 
additions and amendments were made in regard to specific provisions, not including 
changes in wording. Other proposals, though good, were not incorporated because the 
conaitions for giving them effect do not yet exist or the necessary experience is 
still lacking, or because it is more appropriate to include them in other laws and 
documents rather than in the fundamental law of the state. After article-by-article 
discussion for five days by -he committee at its 4th session, the draft was approved 
after further revisions by the committee at its 5th session on November 23. It is 
now submitted to the National People's Congress for consideration. 


What are the guidelines for the revision of the constitution? 


The drafting was done under the overall guidance of the four cardinal principles, 
namely, adherence to the socialist road, to the people's democratic dictatorship, to 
leadership by the Communist Party of China, and to Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong 
Thought. These cardinal principles form the common political basis for the advance 
of the people of all our nationalities in unity and are the fundamental guarantee for 
the smooth progress of our socialist modernization. 


The preamble of the draft reviews the history of the Chinese revolution in the past 
century and more. It points out that great and earth-shaking historical changes 

have taken place in China in the 20th century. Of these, four historical events are 
of the utmost importance. Apart from the revolution of 1911 which was led by Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen, the three others all resulted from the efforts of the entire Chinese people 
led by the Communist Party of China with Chairman Mao Zedong as its leader. These 
three major events are: the overthrow of the rule of imperialism, feudalism and 
bureaucrat-capitalism and the founding of the People's Republic of China; the 
elimination of the system of exploitation lasting for several thousand years and the 
establishment of the socialist system; and the forming, in the main, of an independent 
and fairly comprehensive system of industry and the development of socialist economy, 
politics and culture. The revolution of 1911 was of great historical importance, but 
it fell short of fulfilling the task of China's national-democratic revolution. The 
three later events have brought about a fundamental change in the destiny of the 
Chinese people and in our society and state. These great historical changes led the 
Chinese people to the fundamental conclusion: But for the Chinese Communist Party 
there would be no New China, and socialism and socialism alone can save China. The 
four cardinal principles are both a reflection of the law of historical development 
that is independent of human will and the decisive choice of the hundreds of millions 
of Chinese people in the course of long years of struggle. 


With the establishment of the socialist system, China entered a new period of 
historical development. The basic characteristic of this new period is that 
exploiting classes have been eliminated as such and that class struggle is no longer 
the principal contradiction in Chinese society. This basic characteristic requires 

a substantial change in the focus of work of the state and in its guiding principles. 
To adhere to the four cardinal principles under the new historical conditions, it 

is imperative to integrate the universal truth of Marxism with the concrete practice 
of China's socialist construction and to blaze a path for socialist construction with 
distinctive Chinese features. We have scored great successes and also made many 
mistakes since we began exploring this correct path in the mid-1950s. Initiation and 
continuation of the "Cultural Revolution" constituted a grievous mistake. Of course 
it was not because we adhered to the four cardinal principles that we made mistakes 
bui because we failed to implement them correctly. As for the sabotage by the 
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Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counter-revolutionary cliques during the "Cultural Revolution", 
it was carried out under the banner of these principles, but constituted a complete 
betrayal of them. Overthrow of the two counter-revolutionary cliques and correction 
of the mistakes of the "Cultural Revolution" represent a triumph for these principles. 
Now we have set our guiding ideology to rights and formulated a correct programme for 
creating a new situation in all fields of socialist modernization. All this has 
enormous and far-reaching significance for the prosperity of our country. Bringing 
about this historic change has been a process of restoring the true features of the 
four cardinal principles and of adhering to them and developing them. These 
principles have been substantiated to a large degree in the new historical period and 
have acquired new and richer content. 


A major strategic policy in setting things right has been the resolute shifting of the 
focus of the work of the state to socialist modernization of China's economy. This 
must be the focal point for all other work which should serve it. The consolidation 
of the state and the prosperity of ove country, the stability and growth of Chinese 
society and the improvement of the people's material and cultural life will, in the 
final analysis, be determined by the expansion of production and the success of our 
modernization programme. We must from now on implement this strategic policy 
unswervingly unless there should be a massive invasion by the enemy. Even in that 
event, we must still carry on whatever economic development is required by the war 

and permitted by the actual situation. The recording of this policy in the 
constitution is entirely necessary. While stressing economic development as the focus 
of our work, we must pay full attention to building a socialist spiritual civilization 
and to developing socialist democracy. The draft of the revised constitution clearly 
stipulates in its preamble: "The basic task of the nation in the years to come is to 
concentrate its effort on socialist modernization" and "to modernize industry, 
agriculture, national defence and science and technology step by step to turn China 
into a socialist country with a high level of culture and democracy". The people of 
all our nationalities must work in concert to fulfil this great task. 


The first constitution of the People's Republic of China, namely, the constitution of 
1954, was a very good one. But at that time China had just begun socialist 
transformation and construction. Enormous changes have taken place in our country 
and society, so it is quite natural that the 1954 constitution no longer fully suits 
the current situation. The present draft maintains and develops the fundamental 
principles of the 1954 constitution, while incorporating a careful summary of the rich 
experience of China's socialist development and draws on international experience; it 
takes into account both the current situation and the prospects for development. 
Therefore, this session of the National People's Congress assuredly can enact a new 
constitution that is distinctively Chinese and meets the needs of our socialist 
modernization in the new historical period and that will remain valid for a long 
period of time. 


Now I would like to give some explanations about the basic content of the draft of the 
revised constitution in conjunction with opinions and questions raised during the 
nationwide discussion. 


1. Our State System, the People's Democratic Dictatorship 


The first article of the draft revised constitution stipulates: "The People's 
Republic of China is a socialist state under the people's democratic dictatorship led 
by the working class and based on the alliance of workers and peasants." This 
defines the nature of our state and sets forth our state system. 


Our people's democratic dictatorship is in essence a dictatorship of the proletariat. 
This is made explicit in the preamble of the draft. The dictatorship of the 
proletariat takes different forms in different countries, and the people's democratic 
dictatorship is a form created by the Chinese people under the leadership of the 
Chinese Communist Party that suits the conditions and revolutionary traditions of our 
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comtry. The term the people's democratic dictatorship is used to define our state 
power in the common programme of 1949, in the constitution of 1954 and in the 
documents of the Eighth National Congress of the Chinese Communist Party held in 1956, 
and we continue this usage in the present draft. The working class is the leading 
class in our country. Although it comprises a minority of the entire population, it 
has the vast numbers of peasants as its steadfast ally, and an extremely broad united 
front led by the Communist Party has taken shape in the long years of revolution and 
construction. Our country is in a position to practise democracy among the greatest 
number of people while the targets of dictatorship are only a small number of persons. 
The people's democratic dictatorship is a formulation which accurately states the 
present condition of the classes in China and the broad basis of our political power, 
and it clearly shows the democratic nature of our state power. 


The term the people's democratic dictatorship in the current draft is not to be taken 
as mere restoration of the formulation and its content in the 1954 constitution. The 
people's democratic dictatorship of the early years of the People's Republic 
corresponded to the circumstances and tasks of that transitional period when the chief 
task of the state power was to carry the new-democratic revolution to completion, 
proceed to the socialist transformation of the private ownership of the means of 
production, and bring about the transition from new democracy to socialism. With the 
establishment of the socialist system, however, the task of our state power under the 
people's democratic dictatorship became primarily to safeguard the socialist system 
and to guide and organize socialist construction. There has already been a significant 
change in the class composition of this political power. The working class is much 
bigger, having grown several fold in size, and carries greater weight in the political 
life of the state. With the socialist transformation, the vast numbers of peasants 
have changed from peasants engaged in individual farming to those engaged in 
collective farming. The number of intellectuals has also grown several fold. Taken 
as a whole, they have become part of the working class. The exploiting classes no 
longer exist as such; the overwhelming majority of their members have remoulded 
themselves and become working people earning their own living. 


The workers, peasants and intellectuals constitute the three basic social forces in 
our socialist construction. Summarizing the views put forward in the nationwide 
discussion of the draft, we have added the following sentence to the preamble: "In 
building socialism it is imperative to rely on the workers, peasants and intellectuals 
and to unite with all the forces that can be united." Here, the intellectuals are 
placed on a par with the workers and peasants in terms of their mode of work. Then 
why does the first article of the draft not say "the alliance of workers, peasants 
and intellectuals"? That is because, under the socialist system, the difference 
between the intellectuals and the workers and peasants is not one between classes; 
as regards their relation: 1ip to ownership c’ the means of production, or class 
character, the intellectuals do not constitute a class distinct from the workers and 
peasants. The first article defines the nature of our state, that is, our state 
system, from the viewpoint of class relations. The formlation "based on the 
alliance of workers and peasants" includes the intellectuals. 


The nature of our state as a people's democratic dictatorship determines that in China 
it is the people and the people alone who are the masters of the state and society. 
The draft explicitly stipulates: "All power in the People's Republic of China belongs 
to the people." This is the kernel of our state system and a fundamental principle 
governing it. The draft specifically stipulates: "The organs through which the 
people exercise state power are the National People's Congress and the local people's 
congresses at different levels. The people administer state affairs and manage the 
economic, cultural and social affairs through various channels and in various ways in 
accordance with the law." One billion people wielding the state power provides a 
reliable guarantee for safeguarding the fundamental interests of the people and 
ensuring that our state will be able to weather any storm. 
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The provisions on the fundamental rights and duties of citizens are an extension of 
the stipulated principles concerning the state system of the people's democratic 
dictatorship and the socialist social system in the chapter on general principles. 
Our state system and social system provide both legal and prac'{cal guarantees that 
our citizens enjoy extensive and genuine freedoms and rights. The draft has 
reinstated the provision in the 1954 constitution that all citizens are equal before 
the law. China's laws are drawn up by the whole nation under the leadership of the 
working class and are the concentrated expression of the will and interests of the 
people. All citizens are equal before such laws, which apply to all citizens equally; 
no citizen is allowed to enjoy the privilege of being above the constitution and the 
law. lt is imperative to reinstate this provision, for it represents a basic 
principle that ensures the application of socialist democracy and legality. The 
right to vote and the right to stand for election are important indicators that the 
people exercise state power. Since the elimination of the exploiting classes, the 
number of people enjoying the right to vote and the right to stand for election in 
proportion to the total population has steadily grown. According to statistics from 
the 1981 direct elections at the county level throughout the country, 99.97 per cent 
of the citizens attaining the age of 18 enjoyed these rights. This fully 
demonstrates the broad scope of our socialist democracy. In the light of historical 
experience and the lessons of the "Cultural Revolution", the draft has, in its 
provisions on the fundamental rights of citizens, not only restored what was relevant 
in the 1954 constitution, but made it more specific and explicit and added new 
content. For example, there is the additional provision on the inviolability of the 
personal dignity of citizens, and there are more specific provisions than before on 
citizens' freedom of person and of religious belief, the inviolability of home, the 
protection of their freedom and privacy of correspondence by law and their right to 
criticize and make suggestions to any state organ or functionary and to make 
complaints and charges against, or exposures of, violation of the law or 

dereliction of duty by any state organ or functionary, and so on. The draft also 
stipulates relevant basic policies and measures to be adopted by the state to 
materialize and gradually extend citizens’ rights. 


Freedoms and rights with absolutely no restrictions have never existed in the world. 
As ours is a socialist country, the interests of the state and society are in basic 
accord with the citizens' personal interests. Only when the democratic rights and 
fundamental interests of the people as a whole are ensured and extended, will it be 
possible for the freedoms and rights of individual citizens to be effectively ensured 
and fully realized. Hence the draft stipulates: "The exercise by citizens of the 
People's Republic of China of their freedoms and rights may not infringe upon the 
interests of the state, of society and of the collective, or upon the lawful 

freedoms and rights of other citizens." 


The draft stipulates: "Every citizen enjoys the rights and at the same time mst 
perform the duties prescribed by the constitution and the law." In accordance with 
this fundamental principle, the draft specifies the duties of citizens to the state 
and society. Only when all observe and perform their fundamental duties as citizens, 
can they be sure of enjoying their civic rights as prescribed by the constitution. 


Democracy among the people is one aspect of the people's democratic dictatorship; 

the other is dictatorship by the ertire people over their enemies. After the 
elimination of the system of exploitation and the exploiting classes, the targets of 
this dictatorship are no longer complete reactionary classes, and the number of 
targets has dwindled. However, owing to certain domestic factors and foreign 
influences, class struggle will continue to exist within certain limits for a long 
time, and may even sharpen under certain conditions. Our people must still fight 
against those forces and elements at home and abroad that are hostile to China's 
socialist system and try to undermine it. Therefore, the function of the state as an 
instrument of dictatorship cannot be abolished at this time. Suppression of 
treasonable and other counter-revolutionary activities and striking at dangerous 
criminals who deliberately attempt to undermine and overthrow the socialist system in

the economic and other fields are both functions of the state in exercising 
dictatorship in accordance with the constitution and the law. It ie imperative to 
uphold these functions in order to ensure successful implementation of the socialist 
modernization programme and safeguard and promote socialist democracy. 


2. Our Socialist Economic System 


The draft of the revised constitution truly reflects the fact that a socialist 
economic system has been established in our country and that it is growing ever 
stronger. It affirms socialist public ownership of the means of production as the 
basis of our socialist economic system. 


Ownership by the whole people and collective ownership by the working people are the 
two forms of socialist public ownership in our country. The draft stipulates: "The 
state economy is the sector of socialist economy under ownership by the whole people; 
it is the leading force in the national economy." This is the decisive factor 
ensuring that the collective economy of the working people advances along the 
socialist road, that individual economy serves socialism and that the growth of the 
entire national economy conforms to the overall and long-term interests of the 
working people. The draft stipulates that, among the natural resources, all mineral 
resources and waters are owned by the state; and that all forests, mountains, 
grassland, unreclaimed land and beaches are owned by the state, except for those 
owned by collectives in accordance with the law. With the permission of the state, 
some natural resources owned by the state may within certain limits be allocated to 
collective economic organizations or even individuals for their use. 


Collective ownership by the working people is the principal economic form in our 
countryside. It is suited to the present stage of development of our agricultural 
productive forces. Apart from the people's communes, agricultural producers’ 
co-operatives and other forms of co-operative economy such as producers’, supply and 
marketing, credit, and consumers’ co-operatives exist and are growing in our rurai 
areas. Even in the cities and towns, the state economy cannot run everything. The 
development of co-operative economy under collective ownership is suitable for a 
fairly big portion of handicrafts' industries, the building trade and transport, as 
well as commerce and service trades. The draft stipulates: "The state protects the 
lawful rights and interests of the urban and rural economic collectives and 
encourages, guides and helps the growth of the collective economy." 


On the question of land ownership, the draft makes clear-cut stipulations proceeding 
from the realities in our country. Land in the cities is owned by the state. Land 
in the rural and suburban areas is owned by collectives except for those portions 
which belong to the state in accordance with the law. House sites and private 

plots of cropland and hilly land are for the long-term use of rural households but 
are not their private property. The state may in the public interest take over 

for its use in accordance with the law land owned by collectives. "No organization 
or individual may appropriate, buy, sell or lease land, or unlawfully transfer land 
in other ways." These provisions of principle are of great significance in ensuring 
our socialist economic development, and particularly in ensuring the socialist 
orientation in the growth of our agricultural economy. It should be explained here 
that in article 10 of the draft, land in the towns was originally put on a par with 
land in the rural and suburban areas. During the nationwide discussion, it was 
pointed out that conditions differ in various parts of the country and some towns of 
a fairly large scale will continue to grow and actually become small cities. That is 
why the provision about land in towns has been deleted. The question of land- 
ownership in towns can be dealt with in each case in the light of the actual 
situation. 


It will be necessary for the individual economy of the working people to exist for a 
considerable period in urban and rural areas and to grow to a certain extent. The 
draft affirms that this individual economy, within the limits prescribed by law, is 
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a complement to the socialist public economy; the state protects the lawful rights 

and interests of the individual economy, and guides, helps and supervises it by means 
of administrative control. The draft also stipulates: "Working people who are 
members of rural economic collectives have the right, within the limits prescribed 

by law, to farm private plots of cropland and hilly land, engage in household sideline 
production and raise privately owned livestock." 


In short, state economy, collective economy and individual economy all have 
advantages in differeut respects and are all indispensable, although they have 
different status and functions. The presence of individual economy, which occupies 
only a small part of the national economy. does not prevent socialist public 
ownership from being the foundation of our economic system or hamper the successful 
growth of public economy. Given the premise of upholding the leading position of 
the state economy, we must develop diverse economic forms so as to promote the 
prosperity of the whole national economy. 


The establishment of socialist public ownership makes it objectively possible to 
eliminate anarchy in social production and to practise economic planning. The 
planned economy is the basic system of the socialist economy and an important 
hallmark of socialism's superiority over capitalism. Our national economy must be 
developed in a planned way, while our system of administration through planning must 
be adapted to the actual situation, that is, to the existence of diverse economic 
forms in our country and to the real level of our economic development. While 
specifying that "the state practises economic planning on the basis of the socialist 
public ownership", the draft stipulates that the state “ensures the proportionate 
and co-ordinated growth of the national economy through overall balancing by 
economic planning and the supplementary role of regulation by the market". That is 
to say, the state should put the production and circulation of essential goods under 
unified planning, consisting of mandatory and guidance planning. As for the 
enterprises producing goods which fall outside the unified plans, the state allows 
them the freedom to adjust production according to variations in market demand and 
supply. To ensure the proper functioning of the social economy and the authority of 
the state plan, the draft stipulates: "Disturbance of the orderly functioning of the 
social economy or disruption of the state economic plan by any organization or 
individual is prohibited." 


The state in the past tended to exercise excessive and rigid control in planning. In 
view of this drawback, apart from the adoption of diverse forms of planning to suit 
different conditions, enterprises should be given varying degrees of decision-making 
power so as to combine unified leadership through state planning with initiative by 
the production units. The draft stipulates that "state enterprises have decision- 
making power in operation and management within the limits prescribed by law, on 
condition that they submit to unified leadership by the state and fulfil all their 
obligations under the state plan" and that "collective economic organizations have 
decision-making power in conducting independent economic activities, on condition 
that they accept the guidance of the state plan and abide by the relevant laws". 
Furthermore, the draft stipulates that the state must institute "the socialist system 
of responsibility in various forms". All this will be of great importance in 
enhancing the enthusiasm and initiative of production units and workers, invigorating 
the economy and pooling the knowledge and efforts of the people for socialist 
modernization. 


With the establishment of socialist public ownership, the system of exploitation of 
man by man was abolished, and "from each according to his ability, to each according 
to his work" became a basic principle in our socialist economy. This is reaffirmed 
in the draft. The principle of "to each according to his work" is linked to that of 
"from each according to his ability". In applying the principle "to each according 
to his work", we must do ideological work among the workers while providing material 
benefits so that they will work for society to the best of their ability. Though 
conditions are still lacking to enable everyone to develop his talent in an all-round 
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way, the nature of work in our socialist society has fundamentally changed compared 
with that in a society under an exploitative system. The draft stipulates: "All 
working people in state enterprises and in urban and rural economic collectives should 
perform their tasks with an attitude consonant with their status as masters of the 
country." On its part, society, in which work is planned and organized, should see 

to it that the workers are paid according to the quantity and quality of their work 
and that all possible conditions are created for them to develop their talent. 


Our economy is rather backward. To charge this situation and build China into a 
modern socialist country as quickly as possible, it is imperative to give full play 

to the superiority of the socialist system, fully mobilize the broad masses of the 
people, rely on our own efforts and work hard. Furthermore, as China has a vast 
territory, its economic, technological and cultural development is very uneven 
between different regions, departments and enterprises. Our socialist economy must 

be guided by principles and have flexibility, must be both unified and diversified. 
This will help bring into full play the enthusiasm of the localities, departments, 
enterprises and workers under the centralized and unified leadership of the central 
authorities and suit our measures to differing conditions in terms of locality, time, 
issue and persons involved, so that both human and material resources, including land, 
are turned to best account and a free flow of goods is achieved. It is in this spirit 
that the articles on the economy are formulated. The present restructuring of our 
economic systems has already brought significant results, and it will be continued in 
a comprehensive and deep-going way. The relevant provisions of the draft lay down 
the principles for this work. Proceeding along these lines, we can assuredly build 
and develop a socialist economy with distinctive Chinese features so as to turn China 
into a rich and powerful country step by step. 


3. Socialist Spiritual Civilization 


The Chinese people have the fundamental task of striving to build a high level of 
socialist spiritual civilization while working for a high level of material 
civilization in building socialism. The addition of articles on socialist spiritual 
civilization marks an important step forward in the revision of the constitution. 


With regard to the cultural aspect of building a socialist spiritual civilization, 
the chapter on general principles in the draft, in accordance with opinions expressed 
in the nationwide discussion, devotes an article each to education, to science, to 
public health and physical culture and to culture. This carries more weight than the 
composite article contained in the original draft and also enriches the content. 


The expansion of education includes both making it universal and improving its 
standards so as to raise the educational level of the workers, peasants and cadres, 
to increase the number of intellectuals and to train specialized personnel in all 
fields. This is the foundation for the growth of science and culture as a whole and 
a condition for raising the people's political consciousness; it is also an 
indispensable prerequisite for developing material civilization. Citizens have the 
duty as well as the right to receive education, which includes compulsory primary 
education for school-age children, proper types of political, cultural, scientific, 
technical and professional education for working adults and pre-employment vocational 
training. The general cultural level in China is rather low. A more rapid growth of 
education calls for both regular schooling and spare-time education in various forms. 
The state will allocate adequate resources for educational purposes and at the same 
time encourage all social forces, including economic collectives, state enterprises 
and undertakings, public organizations and individuals who have the approval of the 
state to run educational facilities in various forms and with mass support. 
Modernization of science and technology is a key link in our four modernizations. 

The development of the natural and social sciences, research in basic and applied 
sciences, and the dissemination of scientific and technological knowledge are of 
paramount importance for socialist construction. Obviously public health and 
physical culture undertakings are important in protecting the people's health, 
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building up their physique and raising their efficiency in work and study. Literature 
and art, the press, publishing and other cultural undertakings are also essential for 
enriching and improving the people's cultural life. The development of all these 
undertakings, however, cannot rely solely on the resources of the state; efforts by 
all social forces and wide-ranging activities of a mass character will be needed, 
These principles and requirements are incorporated in the relevant articles of the 
draft. 


The policy of "letting a hundred flowers blossom and a hundred schools of thought 
contend" is not included in the articles on cultural work. This was based on the 
following considerations: First, the draft already includes among the fundamental 
rights of citizens freedom of speech and of the press, and freedom to engage in 
scientific research, literary and artistic creation and other cultural pursuits, 
that is, the substance of the policy is embodied in legal terms and, moreover, is 
given a broader interpretation. Second, apart from this policy, there are other 
basic policies governing work in science and culture, and it is unnecessary and 
impossible to write them all into the constitution. Of course, there is no doubt 
that "letting a hundred flowers blossom and a hundred schools of thought contend" 
remains one of the basic principles guiding our scientific and cultural work and that 
it must be firmly implemented to make socialist science and culture flourish. 


With regard to the ideological aspect of building socialist spiritual civilization, 
it must be noted, first of all, that Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought is our 
fundamental guiding ideology. This is expressed in the preamble as one of the four 
cardinal principles. 


Article 24 of the draft stipulates: ''The state strengthens the building of 
socialist spiritual civilization through spreading education in high ideals and 
morality, general education and education in discipline and the legal system, and 
through promoting the formulation and observance of rules of conduct and common 
pledges by different sections of the people in urban and rural areas."' This means 
that efforts must be made to imbue more and more citizens with high ideals, moral 
integrity, general education, and a sense of discipline so that a new standard of 
social morality is fostered and our nation acquires a revolutionary and vigorous 
mental outlook. 


The same article also stipulates: "The state advocates the civic virtues of love for 
the motherland, for the people, for labour, for science and for socialism." This 

has been developed on the basis f the five requirements (love of the motherland, 

the people, labour and science, aid care of public property) defining civic virtues 
in the common programme adopted in the early years of the People's Republic. These 
five requirements were explicit and plain. They proved to be useful in educating 

the masses of people and left a deep impression on them. In the conditions prevailing 
then, it was not yet opportune to put forward “love for socialism" as a requirement in 
the common programme. Today, it has become a matter of course to include it, and so 
it replaces "care of public property" in the original five requirements. Love for 
socialism is not an abstract idea. The care of public property is an important part 
of it. 

Article 24 also calls for ideological education in communism among the people. 
Communist ideology is the heart of socialist spiritual civilization. In the period 
of the new-democratic revolution, Comrade Mao Zedong already pointed out clearly: 

"So far as the orientation of our national culture is concerned, communist ideology 
plays the guiding role." Now that we have established the socialist system, we 
should and can strengthen nationwide education in communism among cadres and the 
people, with everyone taking part. Only in this way will it be possible to keep the 
socialist orientation in our modernization drive and to ensure that our social 
development keeps heading for the correct goal and retains its ethical motivation. 
Education in communist ideology should take the form of helping a growing number of 
citizens acquire a dialectical and historical materialist world outlook and the work 
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ethic of serving the people wholeheartedly, and integrate personal with collective 
and national interests, integrate immediate with long-term interests, and sut ordinate 
immediate personal interests to long-term common interests. Such education, 02f 
course, does not mean skipping a stage of historical development and pushing an 
economic and social system that can be realized only at a higher stage, the stage of 
communism with its highly developed productive forces. On the contrary, it must be 
in line with socialist principles such as "to each according to his work" and clear- 
cut economic responsibility to which we firmly adhere in our economic and social 

life at the present stage. Only under the guidance of such ideological education 

can socialist principles and policies be implemented fully and correctly. 


Another provision in the same article is that the state "combats capitalist, 
feudalist and other decadent ideas", which sets the fighting task on the ideological 
front. Historical and practical reasons as well as domestic factors and the 
international environment make this fighting task protracted, and we should in no 
way relax our efforts. 


Here I would like to make one further point: The requirements for building 

socialist spiritual civilization are in fact implied in many of the articles in the 
draft on the fundamental rights and duties of citizens. In our socialist country, 
ideological education, public opinion, standards of social conduct and the law are 
interrelated. Our constitution provides for the rights of citizens and at the same 
time requires that they raise their consciousness as masters of the country and 
society and safeguard and exercise their rights in a correct manner. Safeguarding 
one's own rights and respecting those of others are inseparable. This requires that 
every citizen should safeguard the interests of the state, society and the collective 
and respect the freedoms and rights of others while safeguarding his own rights. The 
duties of citizens stipulated in the constitution are legally obligatory. But it is 
more important that, as the country's masters, citizens should enhance their sense of 
responsibility to the state, to society and to other citizens and conscientiously 
perform their duties, including those of safeguarding the socialist system and the 
unity of the country and of all our nationalities, safeguarding the security, honour 
and interests of the motherland, observing the constitution, the law, discipline and 
public order, and taking care of public property. In order to build socialist 
spiritual civilization in the whole society, it is important that all citizens raise 
such consciousness and sense of responsibility, handle their relations with the state 
and society and with other citizens on the princples of socialism and collectivism, 
cultivate a recognition of their rights and duties and a sense of organization and 
discipline consonant with the socialist political system, and acquire awareness as 
socialist citizens. 


4. The Structure of the State 


The draft of the revised constitution stipulates that "the state organs of the 
People's Republic of China apply the principle of democratic centralism". In the 
light of this principle and the experience we have gained over the last thirty and 
more years in the building of state power, a number of new and important provisions 
about the state structure have been incorporated into the draft. They mainly deal 
with the following aspects: 


(1) Strengthening the system of people's congresses. Some of the functions and 
powers which originally belonged to the National People's Congress are now delegated 
to its Standing Committee. The functions and powers of the Standing Committee have 
been expanded, and the committee has been strengthened organizationally. Both the 
National People's Congress and its Standing Committee exercise the legislative power 
of the state; while the basic statutes are enacted by the former, other statutes 

are enacted by the latter. Members of the N.P.C. Standing Committee may not hold 
posts in any of the administrative, judicial and procuratorial organs of the state, 
which means that a considerable number of them devote their full time to this work. 
The work of the National People's Congress is strengthened by the establishment of 
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special committees to examine, discuss and draw up relevant bills or draft resolutions 
under the direction of the National People's Congress and its Standing Committee. 


(2) Restoring the posts of president and vice-president of the People's Republic. 
(Previously translated as chairman and vice-chairman of the People's Republic -- 
translator's note.) Practice since the founding of the People's Republic proves that 
these posts are necessary for a sound state system and are better suited to the custom 
and desire of our people of all nationaiities. 


(3) Establishing the state Central Military Commission to direct the armed forces of 
the country. The chairman of the Central Military Commission exercises overall 
responsibility for the commission. He is elected by the National People's Congress 
and is responsible to it and its Standing Committee. The People's Liberation Army, 
created and led by the Chinese Communist Party, has been the national army since the 
founding of the People's Republic. On the basis of summing up the historical 
experience since the founding of the People's Republic and in accordance with the 
actual conditions and needs of our country, the draft properly defines the position 
of the armed forces in the state system. The leadership by the Chinese Communist Party 
over the armed forces will not change with the establishment of the state Central 
Military Commission. The party's leading role in the life of the state, which is 
explicitly affirmed in the preamble, naturally includes its leadership over the 
armed forces. 


(4) The premier exercises overall responsibility for the State Council; executive 
meetings of the State Council are composed of the premier, vice-premiers, state 
councillors and secretary-general of the State Council; the premier convenes and 
presides over executive and plenary meetings of the State Council. The ministers 
exercise overall responsibility for the respective ministries or commissions under 
their charge; the ministers convene and preside over executive meetings or commission 
meetings of the ministries or commissions under their charge. 


In order to strengthen supervision over finances and financial and accounting 
activities, the State Council newly establishes an auditing body which will 
independently exercise its power to supervise through auditing in accordance with the 
law. Local governments at different levels also establish auditing bodies 
correspondingly. 


(5) Strengthening the building of the local organs of state power under the unified 
leadership of the central authorities. The local people's congresses at and above 

the county level establish their standing committees. The people's congresses of the 
provinces and municipalities directly under the central government and their standing 
committees have the power to adopt and issue local regulations. Local people's 
governments at different levels practise the system of overall responsibility by 
governors, mayors, county heads, district heads, township heads and town heads. These 
provisions apply to the organs of self-government of national autonomous areas as well. 


(6) Changing the system of the rural people's commune which combines government 
administration and economic management and establishing organs of state power at the 
township level. The people's commune will be solely an organizational form of the 
rural collective economy. This change will serve to strengthen the organs of state 
power at the grassroots level in the rural areas and also to expand the collective 
economy. As for the concrete step to separate government administration from economic 
management, this calls for meticulous efforts, and the authorities in different 
localities should, in the light of the actual local conditions, conduct the work under 
leadership, step by step and in a planned way, refraining from rashness. 


The status and role of self-governing mass organizations such as residents' 
committees and villagers' committees, which have long proved to be effective, are 
written into the constitution. 
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(7) It is stipulated that state leaders, including the president and vice-president 
of the People's Republic, the chairman and vice-chairmen of the Standing Committee of 
the National People's Congress and the premier and vice-premiers of the State Council, 
shall serve no more than two consecutive terms. Thus, the de facto system of life- 
long tenure of leading posts is abolished. 


Now, I would like to explain in particular the intentions of the above provisions and 
the requirements embodied in them. 


First, to enable the whole people to exercise state power better. 


Any reform of our political institutions and establishment of state organs should be 
aimed at ensuring politically and organizationally that the whole people wield state 
power and are real masters of the country. According to this principle, the main 
thing to do at the level of the central authorities is to strengthen the National 
People's Congress. As China is a big and populous country, the number of deputies to 
the National People's Congress should not be too small; but too large a number will 
make its regular work cumbersome. The Standing Committee is the permanent body of the 
National People's Congress, and all those on the committee can be dsecribed as 
executive deputies to the congress. Being few in number, they can meet frequently and 
carry a heavy load of legislation and day-to-day work. Therefore, appropriate 
extension of the functions and powers of the Standing Committee is an effective way 

to strengthen the system of the people's congress. At the local levels, the main 
thing to do is to broaden the democratic basis of organs of state power at different 
levels (including those at the grass-roots level) and, at the same time, extend their 
functions and powers appropriately so that, under unified central leadership, the 
localities may carry out their own development plans in the light of their own 
conditions. The mass organizations of self-management in grass-roots community life 
ought to be strengthened so that the people are mobilized to manage their own public 
affairs and social services. Putting these provisions into practice will develop 
socialist democracy in China more fully. 


During the nationwide discussion, it was suggested that, while extending the functions 
and powers of the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress, we should 
fully ensure the status of the National People's Congress as the highest organ of 
state power. This opinion is correct. Therefore, the qualifying clause "provided 
that they do not contravene the basic principles of these statutes" is added to the 
third item of the functions and powers of the Standing Committee contained in article 
67 of the draft, which originally says that it may introduce, when the National 
People's Congress is not in session, partial supplements and amendments to the 
statutes enacted by the National People's Congress. Besides, an item -- the llth -- 
which reads, "to alter or annul inappropriate decisions of the Standing Committee of 
the National People's Congress", is added to article 62 which stipulates the 
functions and powers of the National People's Congress. 


Second, to enable the state organs to guide and organize the work of socialist 
construction more effectively. 


State organs should be established and their functions and powers defined in the 
following spirit: Organs of state power, namely, the National People's Congress and 
the local people's congresses, should fully discuss the formulation of laws and 
policies on major issues and decide on them through democratic procedures so that they 
truly concentrate the will and represent the interests of the people; and there must 

be a strict system of responsibility in implementing laws and major policy decisions 

so as to raise efficiency. The system of responsibility is indispensable in developing 
socialist democracy and ensuring that the people exercise state power. The will of the 
people can be carried out only when the decisions they have made through the organs of 
state power are implemented promptly and effectively by the administrative organs. 
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Third, to enable the different state organs to co-operate with one another better on 
the basis of a proper division of labour. 


Under the socialist system, there is a community of fundamental interests of the 

whole people. Therefore, the people's congresses can and must exercise state power in 
a unified way. Given this premise, there should at the same time be a clear division 
of power among the administrative, judicial and procuratorial authorities and 
leadership over the armed forces so that the organs of state power and the other 

state organs, administrative, judicial and procuratorial, may work in concert and 
harmony. The president of the People's Republic, the State Council, the Central 
Military Commission, the Supreme People's Court and the Supreme People's Procuratorate 
are all elected or created by the National People's Congress, and they are all 
responsible to it and subject to its supervision. The National People's Congress, 

the president of the People's Republic and other state organs all work within the 
scope of their respective functions and powers. The rational division of labour 

among state organs can avoid over-concentration of power and at the same time serve 

to enhance the efficiency of work by the state in all fields. 


At present, the work of restructuring the state organs is going on in our country. 
The provisions of the draft on the state structure give expression to the principles 
and results in this respect and will serve to push the work further ahead. 


5. Unity of the Country and Unity of All the Nationalities 


The history of the thirty and more years since the founding of the People's Republic 
shows that the unity of the country and the unity of all our nationalities achieved 
so far are of tremendous importance for the advance of our socialist cause and the 
well-being of the whole Chinese nation. Just as Comrade Mao Zedong put it: "The 
unification of our country, the unity of our people and the unity of our various 
nationalities -- these are the basic guarantees of the sure triumph of our cause." 


At present, reunification of our great motherland is not yet complete, and we must 
strive to accomplish it. The preamble of the draft states: "Taiwan is part of the 
sacred territory of the People's Republic of China. It is the lofty duty of the 
entire Chinese people, including our compatriots in Taiwan, to accomplish the great 
task of reunifying the motherland." The separation of Taiwan from the motherland 

in the last three decades and more is absolutely contrary to the interests of our 
nation and the wishes of our people. An early end to this separation will be highly 
conducive to the prosperity of the Taiwan region and our motherland as a whole, and 

to the maintenance of peace in the Far East and in the whole world. It is an 
inevitable trend in accord with the desires of the people, a trend which no party, 
political force or individual can resist. It is an internal affair of China, which 
brooks no interference by any foreign country. On the eve of the National Day last 
year, Comrade Ye Jianying, chairman of the Standing Committee of the National 

People's Congress, pointed out in a statement that, after peaceful reunification, 
Taiwan can enjoy a high degree of autonomy as a special administrative region. This 
autonomy means, among other things, that the current social and economic systems in 
Taiwan, its way of life and its economic and cultural relations with foreign countries 
will remain unchanged. Considering the needs of this particular situation, article 31 
of the draft stipulates: "The state may establish special administrative regions 

when necessary. The systems to be instituted in special administrative regions shall 
be prescribed by law enacted by the National People's Congress in the light of the 
specific conditions." We are absolutely unequivocal on the principle of safeguarding 
China's sovereignty, unity and territorial integrity. At the same time, we are 

highly flexible as regards specific policies and measures and will give full 
consideration to the concrete situation in the Taiwan region and the wishes of the 
people in Taiwan and those of all personages concerned. This is our basic position in 
handling problems of a similar kind. 


I. 7 Dec 82 K 46 CHINA 
PRC NATIONAL AFFAIRS 


It is a basic principle followed by the Communist Party of China and the state to work 
for the equality, unity and common prosperity of all our nationalities. We have 
scored tremendous success in this respect in the thirty and more years since the 
founding of the People's Republic. But we also committed "left" mistakes during this 
period, especially during the "Cultural Revolution", when the policies of the party 
and the state on nationality affairs were distorted and undermined, and many cadres 
and ordinary folk of minority nationalities were made to suffer. This is a serious 
lesson. In revising the constitution this time, we have paid full attention to 
summing up the historical experience in this respect and drawn on the important 
results of setting things to rights in our work among the minority nationalities in 
recent years. 


The preamble of the draft points out: "In the struggle to safeguard the unity of the 
nationalities, it is necessary to combat big-nation chauvinism, mainly Han chauvinism, 
and also necessary to combat local-national chauvinism."" This is because both are 
harmful to the unity of our nationalities. Combating big-nation chauvinism chiefly 
means combating it among the people of Han nationality. This is determined by the 
fact that the Han nationality makes up for the overwhelming majority of China's 
population and exerts the greatest influence on the political, economic and cultural 
life of the country. Comrades of Han nationality should be highly conscientious and 
mindful in guarding against and overcoming big-Han chauvinism. Like combating big- 
nation chauvinism, combating local-national chauvinism is also necessary to guarantee 
unity among all our nationalities. However, the mistake of grieviously broadening 
the scope of struggle in this regard was committed in the past: First, many 

comrades not guilty of local-national chauvinism were wrongly accused; secondly, 
ideological mistakes were wrongly dealt with as contradictions between ourselves and 
the enemy. Like big-nation chauvinism, local-national chauvinism is a matter of 
wrong thinking and understanding which belongs to the category of contradictions 
among the people, except in cases of those who engage in rebellious and secessionist 
activities in collaboration with foreign quarters. Big-nation chauvinism and local- 
national chauvinism should be combated in a correct way, mainly through ideological 
education and adoption of necessary political, economic and cultural measures. 


The system of autonomy in regions inhabited by minority nationalities is a correct © 
system which proves suited to our country's conditions through the test of practice. 
China is a unitary multi-national country jointly created by all our nationalities. 
Suffering in common from imperialist aggression before liberation, the Han »neople and 
the people of minority nationalities forged close ties of mutual help in times of 
dire need. After the founding of the People's Republic, all our nationalities 
established a close political, economic and cultural relationship of interdependence 
and mutual assistance while advancing along the common road of socialism. Regional 
national autonomy within a unified country not only can ensure the lawful rights and 
interests of the minority nationalities and speed up the economic and cultural 
development of the areas they inhabit, but also serve to resist aggression and 
subversion from outside and guarantee the independence and prosperity of the country 
as a whole. That is why the draft stipulates that "all the national autonomous areas 
are inalienable parts of the People's Republic of China", and that "it is the duty of 
citizens of the People's Republic of China to safeguard the unity of the country and 
the unity of all its nationalities". This fully accords with the fundamental 
interests and common will of all our nationalities. 


The provisions on regional national autonomy have restored some important principles 
contained in the 1954 constitution and, moreover, acquired new content in keeping 
with the changes which have taken place in our country. It is stipulated in 

section VI, "The Organs of Self-Government of National Autonomous Areas", in the 
chapter on the structure of the state that the chairmanship and vice-chairmanships of 
the standing committee of the people's congress of any national autonomous area shall 
include a citizen or citizens of the nationality or nationalities exercising regional 
autonomy in the area concerned; that the administrative head of an autonomous region, 
prefecture or county shall be a citizen of the nationality, or of one of the 
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nationalities, exercising regional autonomy in the area concerned; and that organs 

of self-government independently arrange for and administer local economic development 
under the guidance of state plans and independently administer educational, scientific, 
cultural, public health and physical culture affairs in their areas. It is also 
stipulated that, in exploiting natural resources and building enterprises in the 
national autonomous areas, the state shall give due consideration to the interests 

of those areas; that the state shall give financial, material and technical 

assistance to the minority nationalities to accelerate their economic and cultural 
development and help the national autonomous areas train large numbers of cadres at 
different levels and specialized personnel and skilled workers of different 
professions and trades from among the nationality or nationalities in those areas. 

The provisions in the draft on the right of autonomy of the national autonomous areas 
show that the state fully respects and ensures the democratic right of the minority 
nationalities to manage their internal affairs. 


6. Independent Foreign Policy 


The preamble of the draft lays down the basic principles of China's foreign policy. 
They are: independence; development of diplomatic relations and economic and 
cultural exchanges with other countries on the basis of the five principles of 

mutual respect for sovereignty and territorial int «rity, mutual non-aggression, 
non-interference in each other's internal affairs, equality and mutual benefit and 
peaceful coexistence; opposing imperialism, hegemonism and colonialism, strengthening 
unity with the people of other countries, supporting the oppressed nations and 
developing countries in their just struggle to win and preserve national independence 
and develop their national economies, and striving to safeguard world peace and 
promote the cause of human progress. 


Our adherence to these principles of foreign policy is dictated by the nature of our 
state and our social system. Having suffered for a century before the founding of 
the People's Republic, the Chinese people know full well that without national 
independence, the people of a country have no possibility to enjoy democratic rights 
and build a prosperous and powerful country. From their experience in the long years 
of revolution and construction, the Chinese people are deeply aware that their own 
future is closely bound up with that of the people of the world. The establish". t 
of the socialist system has rooted out the social causes both of China's submissiou 
to any foreign oppression and of any possibility of China committing aggression 
abroad in any form. The world today is in the throes of intense turbulence, and 

this turbulent situation will not end so long as imperialism and hegemonism exist 

in the world. No matter what happens outside China, we will adhere to the policy of 
independence. As Comrade Deng Xiaoping said at the Twelfth National Congress of the 
Chinese Communist Party: ''No foreign country can expect China to be its vassal, nor 
can it expect China to swallow any bitter fruit harmful to China's interests." We 
will also persist in treating all countries, big or small, as equals and consistently 
stand on the side of all oppressed nations and developing countries as weil as all 
other countries and people working for world peace. China will never seek hegemony 
and will never allow any hegemonists to ride on its back. 


Our country follows the policy of opening to the outside world on the premise of 
independence and will continue to do so in the days to come. China will continue 
to expand its economic, technical and cultural exchanges with other countries on 
the principle of equality and mutual benefit. The draft stipulates that foreign 
economic organizations and individual foreigners may invest in China and enter into 
economic co-operation with Chinese economic organizations. Of course, all foreign 
economic organizations in China must abide by the law of the People's Republic of 
China, and their lawful rights and interests will be protected by the law of the 
People's Republic of China. 


In accordance with international practice, China protects the legitimate rights and 
interests of Chinese nationals residing abroad, and at the same time, calls on them to 
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abide by the law of the country in which they reside and to live in harmony with the 
people of that country. China protects the lawful rights and interests of foreigners 
residing in China and, at the same time, requires that they abide by the law of the 
People's Republic of China. These are all set forth in the draft. 


The Chinese people have waged protracted and arduous struggles to win and safeguard 
their national independence. Our foreign policy represents the fundamental interests 
of the Chinese people and accords with those of the people of the world. The draft 
stipulates that the state shall educate the people both in patriotism and in 
internationalism. The Chinese people's tradition of patriotism and internationalism 
must be handed down from generation to generation. This is the basic guarantee for 
adhering to our independent foreign policy. 


Fellow deputies, after its discussion and formal adoption by the current session of 
the National People's Congress, the draft revised constitution will go into operation 
as the fundamental law of the state with supreme authority and legal force. It wi'l 
be the seneral statute for China's good administration and stability in the new 
historical period. We are convinced that the new constitution will be strictly 
observed and implemented. Summing up both the positive and negative historical 
experience in formlating and implementing the constitutions since the founding of 
the People's Republic, the preamble of the draft clearly states that: "The people 
of all nationalities, all state organs, the armed forces, all political parties and 
public organizations and all enterprises and undertakings in the country must take 
the constitution as the basic norm of conduct, and they have the duty to uphold the 
dignity of the constitution and ensure its implementation." 


Both the National People's Congress and its Standing Committee have the function and 
power of supervising the enforcement of the constitution; the local people's 
congresses at different levels should ensure the observance and implementation of the 
constitution in their respective administrative areas. In his report to the Twelfth 
National Congress of the Communist Party of China, Comrade Hu Yaobang solemnly 
declared: "In particular, party members should be educated and urged to take the 

lead in observing the constitution and laws. The stipulation in the new party 
constitution that 'the party must conduct its activities within the limits permitted 
by the constitution and laws of the state' embodies a most important principle. It is 
impermissible for any party organization or member, from the Central Committee down to 
the grass roots, to act in contravention of the constitution and laws." The Chinese 
people and the Communist Party of China fully recognize that the authority of the 
constitution concerns the political stability and the future of our country, and that 
it is absolutely impermissible to undermine the constitution in any way. Al! power 

in our country belongs to the people. The destiny of our country is in the hands of 
the awakened people. The Communist Party of China is the political party of the 
working class that represents the interests of the Chinese people and acts on their 
will. It has no interests of its own apart from the interests of the people. The 
Chinese Communist Party has attached great importance to the revision of the 
constitution, on which the Political Bureau and the Secretariat of its Central 
Committee conducted special discussions. Most of the members of the Political Bureau 
and the Secretariat are concurrently members of the Committee for Revision of 

the Constitution, and the opinions of the party Central Committee have found full 
expression in the draft. Having led the people in formulating the new constitution, 
the Chinese Communist Party will uphold the dignity of the constitution and ensure its 
implementation together with the people of all our nationalities and the democratic 
parties and people's organizations. After the constitution is adopted, it isnecessary 
to give the constitution wide publicity by various means so that it will be made known 
to every household. When our one billion people all cultivate the consciousness and 
habit of observing and upholding the constitution and fight against all acts violating 
and undermining the constitution, this will become a mighty force. With efforts by 
all the people and the Chinese Communist Party to ensure its implementation, the new 
constitution that embodies the will of the people and the correct propositions of the 
Chinese Communist Party is bound to play a great role in promoting the success of 
China's socialist modernization.

[Text] Beijing, 3 Dec (ZHONGGUO XINWEN SHE) -- Guangxi Zhuang Autonomous Regional CPC 
Committee First Secretary Qiao Xiaoguang said at a panel discussion at the NPC session 
on 2 December: By the year 2000, Guangxi's total industrial output value will be quin- 
tupled while its total agricultural output value will be tripled; put together, total 
value of industrial and agricultural output will thus grow by 340 percent to reach over 
68 billion yuan, at an annual growth rate of 8 percent. 


He said: This growth rate leaves a margin, because according to the calculations of 
departments concerned, total value of industrial and agricultural output might reach 
more than 80 billion yuan; and as far as agriculture is concerned, tripling is calcu- 
lated purely from agriculture, and if processing industries and commune and brigade 
industry and commerce are counted also, then quadrupling could be achieved. 
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Niao Xiaoguang said: Guangxi should advance in 2 stages in achieving the 20-year goal 
of endeavor, In the first 10 years, that is by 1990, total industrial and agriculture 
output value should reach some 27 billion yuan, including an increase of slightly more 
than 200 percent in industry, to reach some 16 billion yuan, by rising at an annual 
average of 7 percent; and total agricultural output value should reach some 11 billion 
yuan, rising at an annual average of 5 percent. 


As ‘or the plans for the current 5 years, by 1985 total industrial and agricultural 
output value should rise to 19 billion yuan, an increase of 30 percent over 1980, 
growing at an annual average of 5.5 percent. This includes an increase in total 
industrial output value to 10.5 billion yuan, rising at an annual average of 6 percent, 
and an increase in total agricultural output value to 8.6 billion yuan, rising at an 
annual average of 4.5 percent. 


Qiao Xiaoguang pointed out: There is a scientific basis for the above-mentioned 20- 
year scheme and the plan for the current 5 years, which can certainly be accomplished. 
The basis consists of three main factors: 1) The region achieved a similar growth 
rate in the past 15 years. This was despite the unfavorable fact that we pursued a 
closed-door policy, were influenced by "leftism" in guiding ideology and organized 
single-product economy in agriculture. Since agriculture and industry were able to 
develop to this extent then, they will certainly be able to develop at a still faster 
rate over the next 20 years, with conditions in all aspects very favorable. 2) The 
region could more than double its total industrial output value merely by carrying 
out technical improvements in the existing enterprises. 3) The future increase in 
investment in fixed assets will stimulate relatively fast growth rate in industrial 
and agricultural production. The key projects arranged by the state in Guangxi in 
the next 20 years include the Hongshui River stepped powerplants, the exploitation of 
non-ferrous metals, and construction of the Nanning-Fangcheng and Nanning-Kunming 
railroads, Investment in these projects, plus locally-raised funds and loans and 

the use of foreign investment, will total several tens of billions of yuan. 


Speaking on current work, Oiao Xiaoguang said, we should concentrate on tackling the 
following issues: 


1. Solve the investment problem by making use of a variety of channels. First, we 
should strive to get more state investment in view of the facts that the region 
possesses abundant water conservation, non-ferrous metal and building materials 
resources, and the stepped powerplants at Tianshengqiao, Yantan, Longtan and Datengxia 
on the Hongshui River, the Dachang tin mine, the Pingguo lead mine, and the Nanning- 
Fangcheng and Nanning-Kunming railroads are key state projects. Secondly, we should 
increase our financial revenue by working hard to develop production and improve 
economic returns. Thirdly, we should mobilize and raise various funds in society, 
including investment from various departments, enterprises, municipalities, counties, 
communes, and brigades, right down to irdividuals, and use it in an appropriate way 
through various channels. Fourthly, we should make use of foreign investment. In 
accordance with the central principles and policies, under the premise of preserving 
national sovereignty and having the capacity to repay, we should strive to use more 
foreign investment to organize joint ventures, compensation trade and so on, or to 
import advanced technology and equipment for improving existing enterprises and raising 
their economic returns. Fifthly, we should actively promote various kinds of economic 
and technical cooperation with fraternal provinces, municipalities and autonomous 
regions. 


2. Vigorously develop the processing and comprehensive utilization of agricultural and 
sideline products. 


3. Further enliven the economy, under guidance by state plans. 
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4, Vigorously promote the production of meat and vegetables and strive for a 
fundamental turn for the better in meat and vegetable supply for urban and industrial 
areas within 3 years. 


5. Strictly control population growth.

[Excerpts] Beijing, 29 Nov (XINHUA) -- Speaking at the NPC panel discussion on the 
draft revised constitution, Ma Wenrui, NPC deputy and first secretary of the Shaanxi 
Provinical CPC Committee, said that the draft revised constitution has pooled the 
wisdom of the people and received the broadest support of the masses. 


Ma Wenrui said: The draft revised constitution has inherited and carried forward the 
fundamental principles of the 1954 constitution, while making overall revision of the 
1978 constitution, in light of the enormous changes in China's political, economic 
and cultural life in the new historical period.

After the new constitution is promulgated, we must 
extensively publicize, consciously safeguard the dignity of, and set a good example 
in observing the constitution. The revision and formulation of the constitution 
were made under the party's leadership. All stipulations in the constitution embody 
the party's line and policies and reflect the common will of the people of the whole 
country. Enforcement of the constitution means the realization of the party 
leadership. Therefore, party organizations at all levels and all party members in 
Shaanxi must, in accordance with the requirement put forward by Comrade Hu Yaobang in 
his report at the 12th CPC National Congress, take the lead in observing the 
constitution and conducting their activities within the limits permitted by the 
constitution.

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NIE RONGZHEN ON CPC'S POLICY TOWARD INTELLECTUALS

[Text] Beijing, 2 Dec (XINHUA) -- Comrade Nie Rongzhen, member of the Political Bureau 
of the CPC Central Committee and vice chairman of the Central Military Commission, 
received Xiong Fu, chief editor of HONGQI journal, at the former's residence on the 
afternoon of 25 November and issued an important talk saying that without intellectuals 
it would be impossible to realize the four modernizations nor fulfill the grand task of 
quadrupling China's industrial and agricultural output. 


Comrade Nie Rongzhen said: The party's current policy toward intellectuals is unequiv- 
ocal. In the foreword of the constitution (revised draft) which is being examined at 
the current NPC session, it is clearly stated that in China's socialist construction we 
must rely on the workers, peasants and intellectuals. This shows that workers, 
peasants and intellectuals constitute the three basic social forces in China and the 
main body of the Chinese people. We must educate the vast number of cadres and the 
masses to fully appreciate the intellectuals’ position and role in China's socialist 
modernization program. 


Comrade Nie Rongzhen said: Following the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central 
Committee, our party reexamined and reaffirmed its policy toward intellectuals and has 
regarded the intellectuals as a component part of China's working class. Comrade Deng 
Xiaoping has repeatedly talked about this question. Happy and with an ease of 
mind, intellectuals have worked hard and made tremendous contributions on various 
fronts. 


Comrade Nie Rongzhen said: At present, the party's policy toward intellectuals has not 
been thoroughly implemented in some departments and areas, and resistance against the 
policy is still strong both inside and outside the party. The major cause of this 
resistance is that some "left" ideological influence has not been completely eliminated. 
Many people, particularly cadres, still harbor various prejudices against intellectuals, 
look down on them or discriminate against them. On the question of implementing the 
policy toward intellectuals, our press and public opinion agencies must loudly appeal 
to the public and make the vast number of cadres and masses realize this fact: Without 
scientific and technological progress, we can neither realize the four modernizations, 
nor vigorously develop our economy, build up the two civilizations or quadruple our 
industrial and agricultural output by the end of this centruy. Of course, we can 
introduce advanced technology from foreign countries, but the four modernizations can- 
not be bought with money. Therefore, we say, without intellectuals it would be impos- 
sible to realize the four modernizations or fulfill the grand task of quadrupling 
China's industrial and agricultural output. 


Recalling the Guangzhou conference of 1962, Comrade Nie Rongzhen said: At that 
conference long ago, we "threw away the old hats worn by intellectuals and gave them 
crowns to wear instead." At that time, a heated debate was going on which focused on 
the party's policy toward intellectuals. At that conference Premier Zhou Enlai, 
Comrade Chen Yi, Comrade Guo Muruo and I held several discussion sessions. Even at 
that time we maintained that since we had trained the majority of intellectuals since 
the founding of the new republic, how could one still label them as bourgeois 
intellectuals? We proposed to "throw away the intellectuals’ old hats and give them 
crowns," which meant ridding them of the label of bourgeois intellectuals and 
announcing that they were the working class’ intellectuals. Premier Zhou, Comrade Chen 
Yi and I all spoke at the conference and a conclusion was reached. However, this 
conclusion was ater overthrown by the "Great Cultural Revolution." Under the 
destruction of L.a Biao and the “gang of four," the intellectuals were labelled 
"bourgeois react.unary authorities" and the "stinking ninth category" and mercilessly 
persecuted almost beyond recovery. 
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After the downfall of the "gang of four," particularly since the 3d Plenary Session 
of the llth CPC Central Committee, in its effort to bring order amidst chaos, the 
party reestablished the policy toward intellectuals giving them a chance to stand up 
and bring their intelligence and wisdom into play in the four modernizations. 


Comrade Nie Rongzhen said: Not long ago I talked with a GUANGMING RIBAO reporter on the 
question of intellectuals, The majority of the people agreed with me on this question. 
However, I offended a number of people. What could I do about this? For the sake of 
national interests and in order to implement the party's policy toward intellectuals in 
an all-round way, we have to launch a struggle. 


Despising and discriminating against intellectuals are reflections of foolishness and 
backwardness. However, they have had a long history both in Chinese society and inside 
our party. During the 10 years of disorder of the "gang of four," these prejudices 
were pushed to their extreme and their pernicious influence has still not been 
thoroughly uprooted. Therefore, against these influences we must launch open criticism 
against these prejudices or, if necessary, even a struggle. 


Comrade Nie Rongzhen talked with a preat deal of concern about the problem concerning 
middle-aged intellectuals. He said: The middle-aged intellectuals in their 40's and 
50's form the backbone nucleus on various fronts. The heavy burden of building up the 
two civilizations, developing modern science and technology and raising the entire 
nation's scientific and cultural levels has fallen squarely on their shoulders. Their 
work load and family responsibilities are heavy. However, as far as these intellectuals 
are concerned, the party has failed to thoroughly implement its policy toward intel- 
lectuals. Many departments and localities have failed to solve the problem of improving 
their working and living conditions. This problem merits the attention of leading cadres 
at all levels, particularly leading cadres of plants and institutes. Touching 

on the early death of Jiang Zhuying and Luo Jiangfu, two middle-aged scientific and 
technological cadres, Comrade Nie Rongzhen expressed his deep regret. He said: 

They were both outstanding representatives of China's intellectuals. Not only did they 
make tremendous contributions, but they also had very promising futures. Wang Dahang, 

a noted opticist of China, trained Jiang Zhuying to be his successor. However, while 
they were still alive, responsible persons of some of our party organizations failed 

to do what they should do to improve their working and living conditions and failed 

to take better care of and protect them. This is a lesson from which we should learn.

YOUTH PAPER CONDEMNS KILLING OF BABY GIRLS

[Text] Recently, many readers have written letters to the editorial department, 
reporting on cases of abandoned baby girls that occurred in some localities. The 
innocent babies were left at crossroads or street corners and, in some isolated cases, 
were drowned. These inhuman and brutal acts should not be tolerated. We deem it 
necessary to issue a call to the whole society: Save the baby gir!s! 


It has been explicitly stipulated in the marraige law: "Drowning babies and other 
acts of murdering babies are prohibited." Parents should never resort to this unlaw- 
ful practice. The departments concerned should also step up publicity on the legal 
system. With respect to those people who have committed crimes by murdering their 
babies, it is necessary to punish them according to law. 


Many readers pointed out: The fact that these baby girls were abandoned or murdered 
was primarily due to the feudal idea of regarding men as superior to women, which 

is still seriously fettering the minds of some people. Quite a few people hold that 
without a son there will be no descendants. Consequently, in an effort to have a 
son, they cast away or murder baby girls in secret. The persons who have done this 
have failed to take this into consideration: Is there a more vicious act in the 
world than taking the lives of their own children for the sake of their remaining 
years? It is true that people have to be provided for when they reach old age. 
However, this does not mean that only sons can shoulder this task. According to 
the regulations of the marriage law, a daughter has the same duty to support her 
pareats as a son does. At present, in the families of cadres, staff and workers in 
cities and towns, not only have a great many females assumed this duty as daughters, 
but more often than not they care for their parents more attentively and satisfactorily 
than sons do. 
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In the rural areas, although in a majority of cases a female settles in the husband's 
house after she gets married, however, following the improvement of a woman's 

status in society and the family, the duty of a daughter to support her parents will 
also receive more and more reliable guarantee. Moreover, with the development in 
building the material and spiritual civilizations, society will also give more cadre 
and support to old people. Many commune and production brigades have started 
implementing the system of issuing pensions to old commune members. They make 

great efforts to run the homes for the aged so that "people have something to live 
on in their old age."" Therefore, young couples at the present time should be 
farsighted. They should not be so shortsighted as to commit an ugly act that is 
utterly devoid of conscience. 


In human development, the law of multiplication makes it inevitable that the 

ratio between men and women in society will be approximately in balance. If 

these acts of murdering and killing baby girls remain unchecked, this will 
artifically disrupt the balance. According to statistics, serious imbalance 
characterized by a ratio of 312 between male and female babies that have been 

born and have survived in the past 2 years has occurred in some communes. If this 
phenomenon is not checked immediately, there will be a very serious social problem 

in 20 years’ time, in which a large number of young men will be without spouses. May 
we offer a piece of advice to young parents: You should never do foolish things 
liable to be criticized by the next generation. 
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HU YAOBANG'S 24 OCT-1 NOV ANHUI TOUR DETAILED

[Text] According to an ANHUI RIBAO report, Hu Yaobang, general secretary of the 

CPC Central Committee, had pointed out during his recent inspection tour in Anhui: 

With the development of the situation of our country, we leading cadres at various 
levels have been charged with heavier responsibilities. Our comrades should be 
concerned about the four modernizations, pay attention to working methods, take a 

broad and long-term view and work hard in a down-to-earth way to make new contributions 
to realizing the grand objective put forward by the 12th CPC National Congress. 


From 24 October to 1 November, Comrade Hu Yaobang inspected Dangshan and Xiaoxian 
Counties of Suxian Prefecture and Huaibei and Hefei Municipalities in the company of 
Zhou Zijian, acting first secretary of Anhui Provincial CPC Committee and governor 
of Anhui, and Cheng Guanghua, standing committee member of the provincial party 
committee and vice governor of Anhui. He then inspected Chuxian and Chaohu Prefec- 
tures, Wuhu Municipality, Xuancheng and Huizhou Prefectures and Tongxi Municipality 
in the company of Comrade Cheng Guanghua. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang said it had been many years since his last visit to Anhui and that 
he came at this time to see the new situation and to discuss new plans. Throughout 

the inspection tour he paid attention to familiarizing himself with the rural situation 
and seriously listening to briefings by the provincial party committee and the party 
committees of various prefectures, municipalities and counties concerned. He had 
cordial conversations with leading cadres at various levels and with the peasants. 


Those who successively accompanied Comrade Hu Yaobang on the tour were Hu Qili, a 
member of the CPC Central Committee Secretariat; Qiao Shi and Hao Jiaxiu, alternate 
members of the CPC Central Committee Secretariat; Yang Dezhong, first deputy director 
of the General Office and a member of the CPC Central Committee; Li Peng, a member 

of the CPC Central Committee and vice minister of the Ministry of Water Conservancy 
and Power; Lu Liangshu, an alternate member of the CPC Central Committee and president 
of the Chinese Academy of Agricultural Sciences; Jiang Xi, vice minister of the 
Ministry of Commerce; and Chen Haosu, secretary of the CYL Central Committee. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang spoke highly of the work done by the people of the party oraniza- 
tions at various levels in Anhui and of the excellent situation in the countryside 
since the implementation of the system of responsibility for agricultural production. 


He said: After the party Central Committee solved the problem concerning the leader- 
ship of the Anhui provincial party committee in the second half of 1977, the new 
provincial party committee headed by Comrade Wan Li implemented the principle of 
solving problems and stabilizing the situation at the same time, proposed taking 
production as the central task, actively advocated and implemented the system of 
responsibility for agricultural production and rapidly improved the bad political 

and economic situation that was caused by the gang of four. In particular, it 
improved the rural economic situation, resolutely corrected longstanding leftist 
mistakes and used correct policies to fire the broad masses of peasants with enthus- 
iasm. We should say that the 2 years of hovering did not exist in Anhui Province. 
Since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central Committee, the party organizations 
at all levels and the broad masses of cadres in Anhui Province, guided by the line, 
principles and policies adopted by the party Central Committee, have continued to work 
hard for the prosperity of the province. The general situation has been constantly 
improving. Taking the lead in making improvements, some comrades in Anhui have made 
contributions and great achievements in opening new prospects for agriculture. 
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With these good achievements as a foundation, Anhui Province has constantly increased 
its production since 1977, in spite of 3 years of serious natural disasters. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang visited Xiaoxian and Danshan to learn about the situation there. 

The two countries were struck by bad floods after successive, extraordinarily heavy 
rains this summer. Fortunately, these counties have enhanced their ability to combat 
natural disasters since they generally implemerted the system of responsibility for 
agricultural production -- the system of fixing output quotas on the household basis 
and the system of bao gan dao hu [under unified management of the production team, each 
household retains everything produced on the land assigned to it af. \r paying taxes and 
contributing its share to the accumulation and public welfare funds as a member of the 
collective] -- after the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central Committee. Working 
under the unified arrangements made by the provincial party committee, they actively 
relied on their own force to restore production and finally overcome the disaster. 
Comrade Hu Yaobang praised the cadres and people there for what they did to combat the 
floods and what they did afterwards. 


At present, all localities in the province are working hard to achieve the strategic 
objective of quadrupling the gross annual value of industrial and agricultural produc- 
tion before the end of the century. During the briefings given him by various local- 
ities on their plans for achieving the objective, Comrade Hu Yaobang often cited 
advanced typical cases and advanced experiences of other provinces to guide the leading 
cadres to emancipate their minds and widen their views. He urged them to study prob- 
lems in light of new circumstances and the trends of economic development in China and 
Anhui and urged them to free themselves of old practices. 


Hu Yaobang said: When we study how to deal with a problem, we should broaden our minds 
and study how to deal with it step by step. The leading cadres should visit the grass- 
root units more often to study the situation themselves and should not merely rely on 
the written information relayed to them from one level to another 


He stressed: To make a correct policy decision one must first haw a great deal of 
reliable information. This is not merely a matter of a method of work, it also con- 
cems how we understand a problem and concerms our ideological line. Only by intensi- 
fying investigation and study can we really understand how to give play to the local 
strength and potentials and resolve the new problems before us. Hu Yaobang continued: 
It is still 18 years until the year 2000. Let us compete and do our work with bold- 
ness and resolution. 


Chuxian is one of the prefectures in Anhui where the system of responsibility in agri- 
cultural production was carried out quite early. During the past 4 years, the pre- 
fecture's total grain output was increasing at an average of 16.9 percent annually. 
Instead of buying "resold grain" from the state to feed its people, as had been the 
case for years in the past, the prefecture's contributions to the state have become 
bigger and bigger. During the last 4 years, the prefecture sold 4.1 billion jin of 
grain to the state. When the Chuxian prefectural party committee reported that it 
planned to develop the prefecture into a base of commercial grain, Comrade Hu Yaobang 
pointed out: We should have a new concept of the meaning of a base of commercial grain 
because of the new situation. If we merely build a base to produce nothing but com- 


mercial grain, its value is insignificant because the income will be low and the freight 


for grain export will be high. But we can turn a base of raw grain into a base for 
processing food and feed. In that case, while we can continue to work hard to produce 
more raw grain, we can also process food, produce mixed feed, extract edible oil from 
rapeseeds and produce other products. 
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At the same time, when we have more food grain, we can go on to raise dairy cattle and 
dairy goats by utilizing the abundant supply of hay and forage, and then we can go on 
to produce dairy products and meat. Not only will this enable us to accomplish better 
economic results but it will also spur local industrial production with the agricul- 
tural and sideline products. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang also visited two families in (Shangzhuang) production team of 
(Huayuan) brigade in (Langya) Commune whose living standard is above average in Chuxian 
County. Gao Jinlan, a female peasant, jubilantly replied to the general secretary's 
cordial questions. Under a contract, Gao's family of three is taking care of 11 m of 
cropland. Her husband works at a commune-run enterprise. In addition to working in 
the field, she has to take care of one child. This year her family reaped 9,650 jin 

of grain, and there were also rapeseeds and peanuts. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang asked her: Do you have pigs and chickens? 


She replied: We used to have 4 pigs, but we recently sold a big one; and we have 45 
chickens and 20 geese. Our income, which includes the income from sideline occupa- 
tions and my husband's salary from the commune-run enterprise, averages 1,013 yuan per 
person. 


She then guided the leading comrades of the central authorities on a tour of her 
spacious three-room brick house, which also has a separate kitchen and a storage room. 
In addition to the modern style of furniture, there are a television set and an 
electric fan. 


The situation of her next-door neighbor Zhou Jiaping, another female peasant, is very 
similar. The Zhou family and another family also shared the expenses for the purchase 
of a walking tractor. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang was pleased to note the upswing of Anhui's agriculture and the im- 
provement of the peasants' livelihood. He said: Quadruplication of agricultural pro- 
duction is a matter of primary importance. When agricultural production has been en- 
hanced and when the peasants have become well-off, the solutions to other problems 
will be easier. The current situation in the rural areas is indeed improving. This 
improvement will give a great impetus to the improvement of the entire economic and 
political situation. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang told the leading cadres from various localities that they should go 
all-out to mobilize and lead the peasants to explore various new ways to become afflu- 
ent through working hard. He said: To promote agricultural production, we must re- 
affirm the concept of bringing about an all-round development in agriculture, forestry, 
animal husbandry, sideline occupations, fishery and processing industry. While we 
must never slacken the efforts in producing food grain, we must energetically promte 
economic diversification, promote breeding of aquatic products and planting cash crops 
in an effort to broaden production. When we do this, the surplus manpower in the rural 
areas will have a way out and we can accelerate the process of helping the peasants to 
become more affluent. 


During his inspection in Anhui, Comrade Hu Yaobang urged the leaders at different 
levels to heed and support those households engaged in specialized trades and produc- 
tion as well as the new economic complexes that are formed according to the principle 
of voluntary participation and mutual benefit. He pointed out: All this indicates 
the development of division of agricultural work. The further agricultural work 
divides, the higher the commodity rate of agricultural products will become; division 
of labor in society can boost commodity exchange in society. This is an economic law 
independent of man's will. Our country's rural economy certainly will head in this 
direction. 
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At present, certain localities fail to accurately foresee the future of agriculture 
and the trend toward a highly socialized agriculture. Consequently, they have fallen 
short of the demands of the times in many ways. 


When Comrade Hu Yaobang was travelling in southern Anhui and saw the vast tracts of 
bamboo groves in the mountainous areas there, he said excitedly: What beautiful bam- 
boo groves! He told the leading members of the Xuancheng prefectural party committee: 
Your special district's agricultural group should assign several people to make a 
special study of bamboo. They should study this issue thoroughly, not casually or 
half-heartedly. Bamboo grows quickly; it has many uses; and its transport is easy. 

In areas where there is plenty of bamboo, every household should have 2 or 3 fen [1 
fen equals 0.1 mu] of bamboo and engage in producing bamboo wares. 


With regard to many areas' difficulty in selling their grain and agricultural and 
sidelines products and buyinghandicraft, problems derived from selling more grain to 
the state, Comrade Hu Yaobang urged the leading cadres to be aware of the new problems 
that have appeared under the new situation and to be ideologically prepared for the 
motivating force a thriving agriculture has brought to all professions and trades. He 
said: When agriculture has developed, when the supply of raw material for industrial 
production has increased and when the demand for industrial goods has increased, there 
will be the question of how to broaden the avenue of commercial exchange between urban 
and rural areas and how to develop’ the domestic market, 


Comrade Hu Yaobang said: We have a vast market in our own country. This is a highly 
favorable factor. We cannot rely on the efforts of the state-owned commercial units 
alone to develop the domestic market, particularly the vast market in the countryside. 
New channels have to be opened. All localities must combat the idea of eating out 

of the same big pot and focus their attention on relying on the efforts of all quarters 
and the masses. 


When Dangshan County reported that because of excess of inventory and poor sales =. 
several years ago large quantities of pears -- a famous local product -- were des- 
troyed, but that as a result of broadening the market and additional market channels 
in the past 2 years the losses have dropped and the masses are happy because they have 
additional income from selling pears, Comrade Hu Yaobang said approvingly: The funda- 
mental issue is blocking and broadening the circulation channels. We must be deter- 
mined to reform the commercial structure in the rural areas so as to enliven the supply 
and marketing cooperatives in counties and smaller areas. We should promote a new 
cooperative ecomomy by encouraging the peasants to pool their money to start their own 
undertakings, be shareholders of their own businesses, manage their businesses demo- 
cratically and determine the amounts of their own bonuses. 


On procurement of grain, Comrade Hu Yaobang said: There should be a policy for taking 
care of grain. Since the state does not have enough warehouses, the grain must be 
taken care of by various other means. Large-, medium- and small-sized warehouses 

must all be utilized. Peasants and households engaged in specialized production can 
also be entrusted to keep the grain, and they will be paid by the state for their ser- 
vice. 


Upon learning that certain localities, despite the overstocking of agricultural and 
sideline products, do not permit the peasants to travel long distance to market their 
products, Comrade Hu Yaobang said: When the masses demand to unblock the buying 

and marketing channels, the leading cadres at all levels should not block their 
efforts. Why are there people known as "two-way peddlers"? 
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As there is a large variety of agricultural products and the villages in the country- 
side are often far apart, the peasants, after selling to the state the products the 
state wants, often find themselves with small quantities of all types of products 
which they themselves and the state do not need. So they have to seek the assistance 
of somebody who can help them collect these products, sell them in other places and 
bring back something the peasants need. It is perfectly normal for these people 

to get reasonable pay for thier service. They have provided a good service in enliv- 
ening the urban and rural economy. So long as such a service is properly guided and 
administered bysome regulations and limits, the negative effects from sucha service can 
be avoided. The title of "two-way peddlers" should be eliminated, and the policies 
toward these people should be changed. 


While inspecting the coalfields north of the Huai He River, Comrade Hu Yaobang 
acquainted himself -- through investigation -- with the coal industry in Huaibei 
Municipality and its plans and measures to step up the development of energy resources 
and save energy. He encouraged the broad masses of workers and staff members to 

work hard in high spirits in order to increase production according to economic prior- 
ities. Comrade Hu Yaobang pointed out: Efforts should be made to properly solve 
problems in coal processing and in making multipurpose use of it, which will help 
improve labor productivity. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang said: It is necessary to continue to carry out reforms in econ- 
omic work. Leading bodies in charge of economic work should make efforts to solve 
problems in management first. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang also gave important instructions on the development of small hydro- 
power stations. The data he brought along included information about the water 
resources in southern Anhui. After analyzing water resources in the country's more 
than 2,000 counties, he put forward his idea of achieving electrification in some of 
these counties in 10 to 15 years. 


While talking with leading cadres of the (Xuancheng) prefectural party committee, he 
raised a new question for the prefecture by saying: First, vigorous efforts should be 
made to build small hydropower stations inthe two counties of Jingxian and Ningguo 
where conditions permit. Later, efforts should be made to achieve electrification 

in the two counties -- to achieve all-round electrification from lighting to electric 
power for processing, televisicn sets, televised cultural courses and for heating 
and cooking purposes. This wi.l help peasants improve working conditions, prevent 
environmental pollution, engage in the processing of agricultural products, protect 
forests and receive an education. The measures to be taken in this regard are that 
peasants should build, manage and use such small hydropower stations themselves. 
Power rates should be reduced so that peasants can afford to use electric power. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang said: An analysis of various aspects of conditions shows that 

it is not difficult to realize this idea through hard work. The key question in this 
regard is whether leading cadres at various levels have an eager desire to do so. 

Why have foreigners been able to achieve all-round electrification while we Chinese 
dare not think of doing so? The development of the power industry will bring along 
the development of electrical appliances for daily use as well as nonferrous - : 
metalwares. 
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Leading cadres at all levels bear the historic responsibility for achieving the grand 
strategic objective. While receiving leading cadres of the party, government and army 
organizations in the province, Comrade Hu Yaobang discussed with them the most impor- 
tant and glorious historical task at present for the old comrades. The lst Session 

of the 12th CPC Central Committee decided to carry out organizational reform at the 
prov: ial, municipal or autonomous regional level and at the prefectural or municipal 
level this winter and in the coming spring. In carrying out this reform it is 
necessary to achieve the four purposes of streamlining the administrative structure, 
raising work efficiency, making arrangements for old comrades and taking in fresh 
blood. Where people begin this reform early and carry it out quickly, they can 
achieve the initiative in this regard; otherwise, if they put off this work, they will 
put themselves in a passive position. When we use the correct method, follow the mass 
line to the letter and are bold and resolute in carrying out this reform, we can 
accomplish it eaxiy. This calls for the long-tested old comrades who are trusted by 
the party and the people to step forward, proceed from the party's cause as a whole 
and the program for development in the next several decades, take the lead in publi- 
cizing this reform and solve problems in this regard. To maintain the long-term 
stability and continuity of our party organizations, maintain and carry forward our 
party's fine traditions and continuously implement its lines, principles and policies, 
it is necessary for the old comrades to observe and support comrades in their prime, 
recommend them for more important positions, pass on their experiences and give help 
to and set an example for the latter. A good job must be done in succession from old 
comrades to new ones. This problem must be solved according to the line and the organi- 
zational system. A number of retiring old comrades should not worry that there will be 
no work for them to do. They will have a lot of work to do -- at least in the next 5 
years.

The matter of loans between the two countries was also taken 
up in a separate agreement signed by representatives of the governments of the two 
countries. 
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A loan agreement between the Bank of Taiwan of the Republic of China and the Government 
of the Kingdom of Lesotho was signed by the president of the Bank of Taiwan, Wang 
Chih-tao, representing the ROC and Lesotho's Minister of Foreign Affairs, Information 
and Broadcasting Charles D. Molapo. 


Molapo also signed a supplementary agreement on technical cooperation between the two 
countries, with Minister of Foreign Affairs Chu Fu-sung signing on behalf of the 
Republic of China. 


Agri. Cooperation 


The Republic of China and the Kingdom of Lesotho first entered into formal agreements 
with the signing of a joint agricultural cooperation agreement between the two govern- 
ments in 1968 which provided for the sending of Chinese agricultural teams to the south 
African nation to help in the upgrading of agriculture there. Another initial agree- 
ment on technical cooperation was signed in 1976 which must be renewed every three 
years. 


The agreement on technical cooperation signed here yesterday was not a new agreement, 
but a supplement to the existing technical cooperation agreement. 


The government here has always encouraged investments by local businessmen in Lesotho 
and yesterday's agreements are seen as a measure to strengthen this encouragement with 
official backing in the form of signed agreements. 


ADVANCED WAR INFORMATION DISPLAY DEVICE NOTED

[Text] Taipei, Dec. 4 (CNA) -- The national defense research unit Saturday displayed a 
set of advanced war information display device, capable of plotting the position of 
invading forces and tracking them. 


To their capabilities, the Chinese Armed Forces are gradually replacing obsolete 
advanced warning systems with this system. 


The system developed by the Chung Shan Science Research Institute ts being exhibited 
at the information week exhibition grounds at the Shung Shan airport now. 


According to the ung Shan Science Research Institute, the system is capable of auto- 
matic plotting « tracking of objects appearing on the screen and accurately predicting 
the invaders’ pocential courses. 


By tying in sonar with radar, the device can detect the location, height, depth and 
speed of aircraft and submarines. At present, the Chinese Air Force and Navy have 
begun to replace their old equipment with the system and it is expected to greatly 
increase the battle capacity of the Chinese Armed Forces. 


Some of its hardware was imported from abroad, but the system's software was designed 
wholly by local experts.

[Text] The recent reshuffle ordered by the Peking regime presages greater power 
struggle and instability on the Chinese mainland.

The replacement of Huang Hua, 69, foreign minister for the past six years, by his 
deputy, senior foreign minister Wu Hsueh-chien, 60, the day after Huang's return from 
Moscow was a suprise move. Huang went to Moscow as a "special envoy" to attend Leonid 
Brezhnev's funeral. He had a conversation with new communist party chief Yuriy V. 
Andropov, who showed him more than routine courtesy and treated him on near equal 
terms as a head of state. We also had a 90-minute talk with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrey Gromyko and discussed further normalization moves. Huang also issued some 
optimistic statements after the talks and upon his return to Peking. 


The announcement of his replacement one day after Huang's return was surprising even 
though Huang had wished to retire for some time due to his urinary tract ailment. If 
he really has a serious health problem, he should not have been sent to Moscow in the 
first place. It would be more logical to have him replaced by Wu before the Moscow 
visit rather than sending him to Moscow and have him replaced right after his return. 
It would indeed be interesting to ascertain the real background of this sudden shift. 
Could it be a move to discourage the Soviets from playing the China card against the 
United States? Or could it be a move to intimidate the United States to make further 
concessions by removing the person who is already well known to the United States? 


The removal of Keng Piao as "defense minister" and replacing him with Chang Aiping, 72, 
is less mysterious. Keng's replacement had generally been expected since last 
September when he lost his Central Committee and Politburo seat at the 12th CPC 
Congress between September 1 and llth of this year. As Keng was the appointee of Hua 
Kuo-feng, his downfall was a matter of time. Keng's replacement, Chang Aiping, has 
been a close associate of Teng Hsiao-ping and is credited with directing Red China's 
recent development of the submarine-launched ballistic missile. He was appointed 

to carry out further modernization programs of the military as well as to pacify 
existing grievances in the military against Teng. But Chang is a naval officer. 
Whether he can exercise a great influence in other branches of the military, the army 
and the air force, remains to be seen. 


All the recent changes affecting the military and foreign affairs represent a thorough 
grabbing of power by Teng to offset Hua Kuo-feng's residual influence in the government 
and the party. Whether Teng can succeed is quite uncertain. Teng's campaign to weed 
out nearly 20 million party members from all branches of t’. government is truly a 
gigantic if not an impossible task. 
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CHENG MING REVIEWS PLA PERSONNEL CHANGES

[Text] One of the most glaring incidents in the wake of the 12th CPC National 
Congress is the great personnel changes in the army. So far, the changes that are 
already known are: changes in the General Political Department, Navy Headquarters, 
the Donghai Fleet and the Guangzhou, Chengdu, Nanjing, Wuhan and Lanzhou Military 
Regions. Besides this, there must be some other personnel changes in some important 
military departments that have not been announced or that it is inadvisable to 
announce. 


Origin and Development of the "Zhao Yiya Incident" 


Within the CPC, there has always been a force that resists reform. By some people, 
it is called the "leftist pernicious influence." This "leftist" influence exists 
more seriously within the army than in other departments and units because the army 
is a well disciplined organization that lays much stress on obedience and on the 
education in Mao Zedong Thought. The leading officers in the army, though they ade 
meritorious contributions in the past and during the wartime, have generally a low 
cultural level and lack world knowledge. They are not actually engaged in economic 
affairs. This is why they have always blindly worshiped the old conventions of Mao 
Zedong Thought and whenever they find any social practice disagreeable to them, they 
easily complain and bear resentment against the present reforms being carried out by 
the Deng-Hu faction. This is the force that opposes the spirit of the 3d Plenary 
Session of the llth CPC Central Committee and that is officially criticized. 


So far as we -- the outsiders -- can see, this force was concretely expressed in the 
incident of criticizing Bai Hua that occurred last year in SHIDAI DE BAOGAO and the 
Zhao Yiya incident that occurred on the eve of the 12th CPC National Congress in 
JIEFANGJUN BAO. Zhao Yiya was originally deputy chief editor of JIEFANGJUN BAO. On 
28 August, he wrote an article for JIEFANGJUN BAO entitled "Communist Ideology Is the 
Core of Socialist Spiritual Civilization." There were three points in this article 
that differed with what Deng and Hu had said: 1) on the class character of spiritual 
civilization, Zhao Yiya laid stress on this while the Deng faction held that not all 
spheres of general cultural knowledge bear class character; 2) on the content of 
spiritual civilization, Deng Xiaoping talked about it twice. He talked about three 
criteria on one occasion, that is, “ideals, morality and sense of discipline" and on 
the other, he talked about four criteria: "ideals, morality, culture and sense of 
discipline."' Zhao Yiya only emphasized the former three and was thus criticized as 
disregarding culture; 3) Zhao Yiya criticized several responsible cadres in the 
theoretical, literary and art and press circles for supporting “bourgeois 
liberalization.'' This resulted in the resentment of others against him. 


Undoubtedly, Zhao Yiya's opinions have the smell of the "pernicious leftist 
influence." However, if the Communist Party allows academic freedom and really 
implements the policy of "letting a hundred schools contend," open polemics should be 
held on these different opinions. But the Deng faction also prefers to bully peovle 
on the strength of its power and position. As a result, the editorial board of 
JIEFANGJUN BAO was forced to carry a self-criticism article on 28 September and to 
criticize Zhao Yiya's opinions. 


Behind this incident, there were serious power and line struggles within the CPC. 
As with the immediate response by Shanghai's JIEFANG RIBAO when SHIDAI DE BAOGAO 


launched criticism against Bai Hua, Zhao Yiya's article was reprinted in JIEFANG 
RIBAO immediately after it was carried in JIEFANGJUN BAO. 
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Formation of the Conservative Faction in the Army 


There are usually interrelations in the struggle between the inner-CPC factions. 
Obviously, Zhao Yiya, who was deputy chief editor of JIEFANGJUN BAO, was backed by 
Hua Nan, director of the paper, in writing the article. Hua Nan was deputy director 
of the PLA General Political Department. He was probably backed by Wei Guoqing, 
director of the department. 


Likewise, SHIDAI DE BAOGAO was originally edited by some army writers with the purpose 
of preserving a publication front for themselves. From 1980 to 1981, its executive 
chief editor was Huang Gang, who was called "Yao Wenyuan the second." In 1982, he 
was replaced by Wei Wei, who was deputy director of the Literature and Art Office of 
the Cultural Department of the PLA General Political Department and now is director 
of the Cultural Department of the Beijing Military Region. Wei Chuantong, director 
of this publication house, was a poet during the Long March. He has long been 
engaged in the literary and art activicies in the army and is now an adviser to the 
Propaganda Department of the PLA General Political Department and concurrently head 
of the PLA Art Academy. They all have connections with Liu Baiyu, who is in charge 
of literary and art work in the General Political Department and, in the final 
analysis, have connections with Wei Guoqing. 


These intellectuals in the army have had a close relationship with Chen Yi, who is in 
the Propaganda Department of the Shanghai Municipal CPC Committee. This is why, when 
they attacked Bai Hua and carried Zhao Yiya's article, they were supported by 
Shanghai's JIEFANG RIBAO. 


These are visible connections that we can see. The invisible connections may cover a 
wider range. From this we can see that Wei Guoqing has become an important figure in 
the army. Various forces that are discontent with Deng Xiaoping, Hu Yaobang and Zhao 
Ziyang have gathered around him. If he is allowed to go on developing his forces, 
two cores will inevitably be shaped among the second generation leaders of the CPC: 
one of Hu Yaobang and the other of Wei Guoqing, and they will grow into two powerful 
forces in the political circles after Deng Xiaoping's death. Conflict between them 
will be quite possible. 


Lightning Dismissal of Wei Guoqing 


Now we still cannot discover the direct influence of the personnel arrangement of the 
12th CPC National Congress (such as the removal of Hua Guofeng, Xu Shiyou, Geng Biao 
and Peng Chong from the Politburo, and the removal of Wang Renzhong from the central 
Secreariat) or the removal of Wei Guoqing. However, we can draw inference from this 
that Wei Guoqing was removed from his post only after the conclusion of the 12th 
party congress, and the removal was a lightning one. The 12th party congress 
concluded on 12 September, and the lst Plenary Session of the 12th CPC Central 
Committee was convened on the same day, and Wei Guoqing was still elected a member of 
the Politburo. When the PLA Headquarters of the General Staff, the General Political 
Department and the General Logistics Department held meetings on 18 September to 
convey the spirit of the 12th CPC Congress, Yang Dezhi, Wei Guoqing and Hong Xuezhi 
also spoke at the meetings. But on the evening of 24 September when Kim Il-song, the 
DPRK president, gave a banquet in Beijing's Great Hall of the People to entertain 
Chinese party, government and army leaders, the leaders of various PLA departments 
who attended were: Zhang Zhen (deputy chief of the General Staff), Liang Biye 
(deputy director of the General Political Department) and Hong Xuezhi (director of 
the General Logistics Department). Wei Guoqing was not present. It was quite 
possible that he had already met with trouble on his position by this date. On 

1 October, National Day, things became more clear. It was not Wei Guogqing but Yu 
Qiuli, director of the General Political Department, who was in the open car to direct 
the National Day military review held in Beijing by this department and its subordinate 
uaits. Thus, people all knew that Wei Guoqing had been dismissed from office. 
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According to the above-mentioned facts, the actual date Wei Guoqing was dismissed 
from office should be between 18-24 September. 


Wei Guoqing's failure in the army was inevitable, for he was the mainstay of the 
forces able to contend with Hu Yaobang. In the past, Wei Guoqing was rather active 
in the movement to support Deng Xiaoping to resume his post. If he was really 
cleared out, it would naturally be regarded as "casting aside like an old shoe" in 
the army. Its aftermath merits our attention. 


SHIDAI DE BAOGAO Reorganized 


Being involved in the Wei Guoqing incident, SHIDAI DE BAOGAO was reorganized and 
JIEFANGJUN BAO made a self-criticism. The self-criticism article by the editorial 
board of JIEFANGJUN BAO on the Zhao Yiya iseue was published on 28 September, but 
when Hong Kong learned that SHIDAI DE BAOGA was reorganized, it was already near 

the end of October. As a matter of fact, beginning with its October issue, the front 
cover of this journal has been changed: the original unrestrained cover design of 
the earth was encircled by three big circles and the namelist of director, editors, 
executive chief editor and deputy chief editors was deleted from the title page and 
was replaced by five Chinese characters, “Edited by the Editorial Board." 


It is said that the reorganization of the journal was decided by the Standing 
Committee of the CPC Central Committee. It instructed Deng Liqun, director of the 
Propaganda Department of the CPC Central Committee, to deal with this matter. Before 
the editorial board of this journal was reorganized, it launched public polemics with 
Wenyi Bao and many other newspapers and magazines on the assessment of the 6 years 
after the Cultural Revolution. Hueng Gang and others held that Mao Zedong Thought on 
literature and art was distorted by the "leftists" during the Cultural Revolution and 
was distorted by the "rightists" during the 6 years after it. The spearhead was 
obviously pointed to those of the Deng-Hu faction who were in power in the literary 
and art circles. 


Now all literary and art workers in the editorial board of SHIDAI DE BAOGAO, who 
belong to the army, have withdrawn from this office. The essence of this journal has 
been changed, although its title still exists. 


From these events, we can imagine that there must be some other departments that were 
involved, such as the Propaganda Department of che General Political Department, the 
Editorial Board of JIEFANGJUN BAO, the Propaganda Department of the Shanghai Municipal 
CPC Committee and the Editorial Board of Shanghai's JIEFANG RIBAO. No concrete 
information has come in on the changes in these departments. 


Major Pers@nnel Changes in the Navy 


The two powerful slogans used by the Deng-Hu factior in clearing away dissident forces 
within the CPC are: streamlining organizations and the four requirements for cadres 
(revolutionization, rejuvenation, intellectualization and specialization). The 
organizational reform of the State Council had been completed before the convening of 
the 12th CPC National Congress. The organizational reform of the party organs was 
also reflected during the congress. But the changes of leading cadres in the army 
began mainly after the conclusion of the congress. 


The change in personnel in the army's General Political Department has been mentioned 
above. That was the prelude to major personnel changes in the army after the congress. 


The following change was made in navy personnel. Ye Fei, former commander of the PLA 
Navy, was suddenly replaced by Liu Qinghua. At the concluding meeting of the 12th 
congress on 12 September, Ye Fei, 68, was still elected a member of the CPC Central 
Committee. He was not assigned to the Central Advisory Commission for reasons of 
health or age. But his position in the army was given to Liu Qinghua in late September. 
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Liu Qinghua had been part of the Fourth Front Red Army in his early days. In the 
liberation war, he was political commissar of the Eighth Division and head of the 
Political Department of the Third Column of the Zhongyuan PLA Field Army led by Liu 
Bocheng and Deng Xiaoping. After that, he was appointed deputy political commissar 
of the llth Army of the 2d Field Army. In 1950, the 32nd Division of the llth Army 
was turned into a naval force, and Liu Qinghua was shifted to work in the navy and 
held the rank of rear admiral. He worked successively as political commissar of the 
Luda Naval Base, deputy political commissar of the South Sea Fleet and deputy 
political commissar of the navy (when Xiao Jingguang was commander and Su Zhenghua was 
political commissar). After that, he was appointed deputy director of the Commission 
for National Defense Science (when Nie Rongzhen was director), deputy chief of staff 
of the navy and deputy general chief of staff of the PLA. He was neither a member 
nor an alternate member of the llth CPC Central Committee, but at the 12th congress, 
he was elected a member of the Central Committee. [It can be seen that things were 
arranged in advance. 


After the change in naval commander, Zheng Guozhong, commander of the East Sea Fleet, 
also was removed. He was replaced by Xie Zhenghao. This was revealed in the JIEFANG 
RIBAO report on a large-scale military game conducted by the East Sea Fleet. 


An Earthquake in the Guangzhou Military Region 


Furthermore, news of personnel changes at the military region level have continued to 
pour in since early November. The most influential change was that that occurred in 
the Guangzhou Military Region. Former Commander Wu Kehua, 69, who was born in Yiyang 
County, Jiangxi Province in 1913, was assigned to the Central Advisory Commission at 
the 12th party congress. Wu is a general who had once studied in the Soviet Union. 
He has a close celationship with Huang Yongsheng. In 1950, when Huang Yongsheng was 
commander of the 15th Army Corps, Wu was a deputy commender of this army corps. 
Afterwards, he took part in the Korean war with Huang Yongsheng and was appointed 
deputy commander of the 13th Army Corps of volunteers. After the Korean war, he 
returned to China with Huang Yongsheng and was appointed chief of staff of the 
Central South Military Region. After that, he was promoted to the position of 
commander of the PLA artillery and commanded missile forces. He was disgraced during 
the Cultural Revolution and was relieved of his post for self-examination. After 
being rehabilitated in 1975, he was appointed commander of the Railway Engineering 
Army Corps. After that, he successively held the positions of commander of the 
Chengdu Military Region in 1977, commander of the Xinjiang Military Region in 1979 
and commander of the Guangzhou Military Region in 1980. Now he has retreated to the 
second front earlier than expected, perhaps because he has had a close relationship 
with Huang Yongsheng. 


You Taizhong, born in Sichuan Province, had been part of the Fourth Front of the Red 
Army in his early years and had worked in the 129th Division of the 8th Route Army. 
During the liberation war, he was a brigade commander of the Sixth Column of the 
Hebei-Shanxi-Henan Field Army led by Liu Bocheng and Deng Xiaoping. Before he was 
recently transferred to the position of commander of the Guangzhou Military Region, 
he was commander of the Chengdu Military Region. 


What was puzzling was that Wang znen, a venerable general in the army and a member of 
the CPC Politburo, had to be requested to personally come to Guangzhou for the sake 

of this personnel change. He summoned officers at and above the division level and 
delivered a speech to them. A group of former leaders who had been removed from their 
posts, such as Deputy Commanders Huang Ronghai and Ye Jianmin, Deputy Political 
Commissar Jiang Lindong, Yang Shugen and other responsible people, Deng Yifan, Yan 
Deming, Chen Haihan, Xiao Yuanli, Zhuang Tian, Lai Chunfeng, Zhu Ying and so forth, 
also participated in the meeting. Wang Zhen on the one hand affirmed the achievements 
of the Guangzhou PLA units, and on the other hand, encouraged the units to continue to 
eliminate the influence of “leftism," and do a good job in maintaining unity between 
new an? old cadres and in succession of the old by the new in leading bodies. 
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Obviously, Wang Zhen's speech was of dual significance and was a speech of both 
pacification and appeasement. 


Those received by Wang Zhen included all the new and old leaders of the Guangzhou 
Military Region: Commander You Taizhong, Political Commissar Wang Meng, Deputy 
Commanders Xu Chunfang, Zhu Yuehua and Zhang Xudeng, Deputy Political Commissar Shan 
Yinzhang and Lu Weiru. In facing this group of current leaders, Wang Zhen encouraged 
them to forge firm internal unity, required them to be sincere and frank between 
comrades, learn from each other's strong points and carry out criticism and self- 
criticism. The implication of his speech precisely indicated that this great change 
of personnel in the Guangzhou Military Region had been a shock to the Guangzhou units. 


What new personnel arrangements have been made in the Chengdu Military Region since 
You Taizhong was transferred to Guangzhou? There has been no revelation so far. 


Nie Fengzhi of the Nanjing Military Region Has Been Replaced by Xiang Shouzhi 


Among the military region commanders and political commissars assigned to the Central 
Advisory Commission at the 12th party congress, there were Nie Fengzhi, commander of 
the Nanjing Military Region; Du Ping, political commissar of the Nanjing Military 
Region; Zhang Caiqian, commander of the Wuhan Military Region; Du Yide, commander of 
the Lanzhou Military Region; Xiao Wangdong, first political commissar of the Jinan 
Military Region; and Bai Rubing, political commissar of the same region. This 
indicated that all these commanders and political commissars had to retreat to the 
second front and be relieved by others. 


It has been learned that Nie Fengzhi's position of commander of the Nanjing Military 
Region was given to Xiang Shouzhi. People thought that those withdrawing to the 
second front would all be senile, but that is not the case. Nie Fengzhi, 65, born in 
1917, was a hero during the wars. He captured well-known KMT General Wang Yaowu and 
defeated both the Huang Baitao and Qiu Qingquan Army Corps. He has also commanded 
troops that stormed and captured Shanghai. In the army, he had a close relationship 
with Xu Shiyou. In early 1947, when Xu Shiyou was commander of the Ninth Column of 
the East China Field Army, Nie Fengzhi was commander of the 25th Division of this 
column. By the end of that year, when Xu Shiyou was promoted as commander of the 
East Front Army Corps of the East China Field Army, Nie Fengzhi succeeded Xu as 
commander of the Ninth Column. In the early days after the liberation war victory, 
Nie Fengzhi was appointed dean of training in the East China Military and Political 
University. Then he was transferred to the air force and was appointed air force 
commander of the East China Military Region. He took part in the battles on 
Yijiangshan Island and the Dachen Islands. Afterwards, he was appointed air force 
commander of the Nanjing Military Region and deputy commander of this region and took 
part in the battle on Jinmen Island. The reason for his recent removal perhaps was 
of the same character as that for Xu Shiyou. 


Xiang Shouzhi, who replaced Nie Fengzhi, was former deputy commander of the Nanjing 
Military Region. He had been part of the 25th Army of the Red Army. He previously 
had a close relationshp with Qin Jiwei. When the 224th Regiment of the 75th Division 
of the Red Army's 25th Army was redesignated as troops subordinate to Taihang 
Military Regional Command and Qin Jiwei was commander of the lst Military District of 
the Taihang Military Region, Xiang Shouzhi was the commander of the 10th Regiment of 
this military district. In August 1947, when Qin Jiwei was appointed commander of 

the 9th Column of the Shanxi-Hebei-Shandong-Henan Field Army (Huang Zhen was political 
commissar of the column then), Xiang Shouzhi was commander of the 26th Brigade of 

this column. In February 1949, the 9th Column was redesignated as the 15th Army of 
the 4th Army Corps of the 2d Field Army. Qin Jiwei was appointed army commander and 
Xiang Shouzhi was commander of the 44th Division of this army. Now Qin Jiwei is 
commander of the Beijing Military Region and was elected the second alternate member 
of the CPC Politburo at the 12th party congress. He is now a favorite in the army. 

At the same time, Xiang Shouzhi takes charge of the Nanjing military region, replacing 
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Nie Fengzhi. This is closely related to the vicissitudes at the top of the PLA. It 
is by no means anaccidental arrangement. 


As for the questions of what changes will occur in the positions of political 
commissar, deputy commanders and deputy political commissars of the Nanjing Military 
Region and what changes will happen in the Wuhan, Lanzhou and Jinan Military Regions 
after Zhang Caiqian, Du Yide, Xiao Wangdong and Bai Rubin have retreated to the 
second front, no official news has been available so far and we have to wait and see. 


In short, the series of great changes of personnel in the army can at least be counted 
a new movement of purifying the ranks, if it cannot be regarded as a movement of 
purging dissidents. This is concurrent with the stable control of power by the 
troika of Deng-Hu-Zhao. Deng Xiaoping apparently wants in his remaining years to 
eliminate all forces that will possibly oppose the new leadership headed by Hu 
Yaobang. The event involving Wei Guoqing was the most important step. This step 
has not only eliminated the core of leftism inside the army, but also prevented the 
situation in which the army stands against the party from appearing in the future. 
The personnel changes in major military regions should not be merely regarded as a 
step for modernizing the army and enabling army leaders to be younger and more 
knowledgeable. These changes are in fact closely related to the expansion of 
influence of the new leadership. 


PRC-UK TALKS ON HONG KONG'S FUTURE ASSESSED

[Text] A Telefilm Placed on Ice 


A girl from the mainland arrives in Hong Kong, taking with her a multicolor dream, in 
a place where scene after scene of human tragedy is enacted, she sinks into an abyss 
of misery.... 


This threadbare story has been made into a 30-minute telefilm by the Central Television 
Station and Qingyi Film Studio in Beijing. It was originally scheduled to be broad- 
cast in Beijing. However, it was slow in arriving. Up to 16 November, we still 
“heard the sounds of footsteps at the stairs but did not see any person coming down." 


Why was this so? 


It was said that some VIP's held that the broadcast of the telefilm in Beijing would 
touch the sensitive issue of Hong Kong and consequently the telefilm could only e 
placed on ice for the time being. 


Is This "Anti-British Propaganda"? 


However, since Mrs Thatcher left Beijing, newspapers and periodicals in Beijing have 
published a succession of articles on how Britain occupied Hong Kong 140 years ago. 
For example, GONGREN RIBAO, in an article on 26 October, called the treat, »f Nanjing 
"a treaty signed under the muzzle of a gun." On 9 October, ZHONGGUO QINGNiaN BAO 
published an article entitled "Origins of the Hong “ong Issue -- The Outcome of the 
Unequal Treaties," pointing out that the three treaties involving Hong Kong and 
Kowloon "were the outcome of British imperialist 'gunvoat policy' and aggression 
toward China in the 19th century." In conclusion the article said: "Recovering 
China's sovereignty over Hong Kong is a sacred duty of the Chinese Government and 
people." It might be a coincidence or a concerted action, but JIEFANGJUN HUABAO 
devoted four pages in its October issue to pictures and captions, illustrating the 
whole process of the opium war and the cession of Hong Kong. 
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Can we say that China is engaging in anti-British propaganda? 


Probably not. The articles in the Chinese press may be considered as a response to 
Mrs Thatcher's "theory of the validity of the three treaties" advanced in Hong Kong 
on 27 September. Naturally, there are some national sentiments. The groups of 
pictures published in JIEFANGJUN HUABAI have evoked the idea of "never forgetting 
national humiliation." 


A Maneuver -- "The Theory of the End of Hong Kong" 

"On the Hong Kong issue, China has been forced to react under pressure from Britain." 
This remark was made by a top ranking Chinese official. A document transmitted to 
various institutions in Beijing has stressed this point. It says that China was most 
annoyed at two acts by the British side. One was the British prime minister's 
"theory of the validity of the three treaties"; the other was a maneuver by the 
British side. 


It is believed that Britain presented the "theory of the validity of the three 
treaties" at the negotiation table. Up to now, negotiations between China and Britain 
on the Hong Kong issue were conducted in the highest secrecy. It is perhaps 
impossible for reporters to penetrate this mysterious fortress. After a series of 
sorties on news gathering missions, I succeeded in hearing two sentences. The first 
was: "We will regain not only our sovereign rights but also our administrative 
rights. On this question of principle, we shall not retreat even a sing’e inch." 
This was an important instruction given by Chinese policymakers to the personnel 
taking part in the negotiations. It was uttered with curt finality more definite 
than that of the "iron lady." It can be imagined that disputes on the three treaties 
must have made the atmosphere in the negotiations rather tense. It is believed that 
the Cliinese side must have expressed its unwillingness to talk about the issue again. 


A friend in Beijing, who has certain contacts with the relevant authorities, told me: 
"Outside the negotiation table, the British Government has also attempted to exert 
pressure on Beijing from two sides in order to strengthen Britain's favorable 
position in the Sino-British talks. This is maneuvering by the British side." 


"Can you give me specific details of this ‘maneuvering’ by the British side?" I asked. 


"First, in both London and Hong Kong, the British side continuously spreads the 
"theory of the end of Hong Kong," such as ‘as soon as China regains its sovereignty 
over Hong Kong, the economy of Hong Kong will immediatei’ collapse.’ For example, 
THE TIMES published an article, indicating that the confidence upon which the 
prosperity of Hong Kong relies depends more and more on Beijing's actions. The 
reason for the British side spreading such remarks is to aggravate the instability 
of Hong Kong's finances." 


"In Hong Kong, however, there are also quite a few residents who hold the same view," 
I said. 


"This is another question. Some Hong Kong residents indeed hold a similar view. 
However, it is believed that, unlike the British side, they do not want to create 
confusion. On the contrary, they hope the situation will be stabilized." 


"What is the other maneuver by the British side?" 

A Maneuver -- Stirring Up Trouble in the Stock Market 

"We hold that the recent financial storm in Hong Kong was purely manmade. Before 
Chinese and British leaders held talks, an unusual situation had emerged in Hong 


Kong's financial markets. Shares were down and the Hong Kong dollar was weak. On 
one day, the Hang Seng index dropped by 100.31 points. The emergence of this 
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situation has made people suspicious that this was prompted by some "big shots" in 
order to bring about a certain atmosphere in the talks, that is, to exert pressure on 
the talks." 


"Later, when both Chinese and British leiders laid thet: ards on the table, the 
stock market continued to fluctuate to a greater or lesser extent. Can we rule out 
the psychological factor of the Hong Kong residents?" 


"The pyschological changes of some residents might exert some influence, but this 
influence was very little. A major reason for the steady fall of the stock market 
is perhaps the fact that some super investors were selling shares in big quantities. 
We have also noted that, in Hong Kong, a foundation has been mentioned publicly by 
name. Some people have also mentioned a multimillionaire who has hurriedly 
transferred his funds to the United States.” 


The "super investors" my friend re'*rs to have another name, that is, the "political 
and financial power." I believe that his remarks reflect the view of senior circles 
in Beijing: The fluctuations in the Hong Kong stock and financial markets before 

and after Mrs Thatcher's visit to Beijing were instigated by these political and 
financial powers. Their purpose was to suit the needs of some people (including the 
rolitical and financial powers themselves) to prevent any changes in the status of 
Hong Kong, to enable the British side to win the initiative in the Sino-British 

talks and to "maintain" the "status quo" of British rule over Hong Kong. Top ranking 
officials in Beijing hold that it is unwise for the British side to engage in 
maneuvers and create confusion, for this does not contribute to the talks. ‘The 
British Government must shoulder the responsibility of stabilizing the situation in 
Hong Kong, recognize the principle that the sovereignty of Hong Kong belongs to China 
and to find together thre 3h negotiations the ways and means to maintain the 
prosperity and stability of Hong Kong." The last sentence within the quotation marks 
was the second sentence I heard when I was gathering "news relating to the talks." 
Naturally it was not a remark by the delegate of the Chinese side but a demand on 
Britain from Beijing. 


"I think both China and Britain should calmly find the best solution for the dong 
Kong issue," I said when expressing my views. "Recently, the Hon, Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation [HSBC] announced that the time limit for the repayment of housing 
loans was to be extended to 20 years. Does not this measure contribute to the 
stability of the situation?" 


"Maybe it does and maybe it does not. According to the information I have acquired, 
the HSBC had not notified the Bank of China before announcing the implementation of 
this new method. Originally, the banks of Chinese capital had intended long ago to 
take this measure, that is, to announce the extension of the time limit for repayment 
of loans over 1997. However, the HSBC stole a march on the Bank of China and then 
notified it as a formality. This has landed us in a passive and awkward position. 
The plan of the Bank of China has crumbled. For a time, it did not want to follow the 
HSBC and consequently reaction in the stock market was por. By doing so the HSBC 
intended to indicate that it was more concerned about the prosperity and stability of 
Hong Kong than other people. However, in view of the overall situation, the Bank of 
China still supports the plan of the HSBC." 


Twenty Plans and the Lease System 


Not only do top ranking officials in Beijing detest the British "theory of the 
validity of the three treaties," they are also dissatisfied with the various 
propositions made by some people in Hong Kong, such as the independence of Hong Kong, 
the separation of ‘sovereign and administrative rights and the proposition that China 
regains its sovereign rights over Hong Kong while Birtain retains its administrative 
rights. A report submitted to Beijing from a certain relevant quarter in Hong Kong 
has listed more than 20 plans put forward by the people of Hong Kong for solving the 
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Hong Kong issue. Those people in Beijing who have read the report hold that many 
plans are "quixotic and weird." They have a common tendency, that is, they advocate 
British rule over Hong Kong for a considerably long period of time. "This is a 
mentality characteristic of Li Hongzhang."" According to some cadres in Beijing, 
"these remarks have, objectively speaking, supplied Mrs Thatcher with firepower so 
that she can ‘speak more plausibly and at greater length' about ‘representing the 
public opinion of Hong Kong' and speak in favor of the ‘theory of the validity of the 
three treaties" and the ‘maintenance of the status quo.'" Under these circumstances, 
an instruction has been issued to the leftist newspapers in Hong Kong to the effect 
that it is necessary to appropriately organize the writing of articles and 
contributions to justly and forcefully publicize the righteousness of China's 
recovery of its sovereignty (including its administrative rights) over Hong Kong and 
refute the absurd arguments. They will also ask the British who have talked glibly 
about the outstanding achievements of British rule over Hong Kong to make a self- 
examination and see the miserable and shabby state the economy of their mother country 
is in. At the same time, they will also analyze, in accordance with facts, the 
various reasons contributing to the prosperity of Hong Kong and point out the 
important role played by the Chinese mainland in bolstering and supporting Hong Kong. 


"It is believed that many of the British methods, such as its administration of Hong 
Kong, urban construction and economic development, have something to recommend them. 
With respect to the role the British have played, some aspects should be negated and 
some others should be affirmed. Is that so?" 


My friend nodded slightly without making any reply. 


"With respect to the plans for Hong Kong," I said, again expressing my view, "I think 
it is necessary to study and not negate them immediately no matter what views or plans 
the Hong Kong residents have put forward. Did not Hu Yaobang raise the question of 

t. » lease system too? It now seems that this question is no longer mentioned, is it 
not?" 


"Yes. It is very difficult to realize it." 
The Latest Tentative Plan of the Policymakers 


"Does not this show that someone, whoever he may be, may put forward some views or 
plans that are not entirely geared to actual circumstances?" 


"Quite right. Things always develop." 


"However, I still admire the lease system. Do the policymakers now have the latest 
tentative ideas?" 


My friend told me the following five points: 


1. "Four unchanges:" China's stand to simultaneously regain its sovereign and 
administrative rights over Hong Kong does not change; "one state, two systems," that 
is, the policy and principle of maintaining the capitalist system and ways of life 
over a long period of time, does not change; the principle of eliminating colonialist 
influence and tinges does not change; and the method of making Hong Kong a special 
administrative zone does not change. 


2. The setting up of Hong Kong municipality, which is a special municipality of the 
PRC. The five-star flag is to be hoisted (but Hong Kong can have its own municipal 
flag). A Hong Kong resident may or will replace the British governor. The mayor 
can be elected indirectly. 
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3. With the exception of national defense and oreign affairs, all other local 
affairs, such as law and administration, will be hi.dled by Hong Kong residents. 
Consequently, it will have a much greater decisionmaking power than such autonomous 
regions as Xinjiang, Nei Monggol and Xizang. 


4. Various laws, regulations remain basically unchanged. But, in their operation, 
links with Britain will be severed. 


5. Hong Kong's status as a free port and financial center will be preserved. 


These five points basically coincide with the conception of China's policymakers, 

on which CHENG MING has reported in the past. In July this year, CHENG MING was the 
first to report on China's policy decision on Hong Kong, which includes two most 
important points: regaining China's sovereignty over Hong Kong; and practicing "one 
state, two systems," with Hong Kong preserving its capitalist system. It is said 
that some people (perhaps an extremely small number of people) still refused, until 
very recently, to believe the tentative idea of "one state, two systems." With an 
attitude of being responsible to the readers, I now repeat: Chinese conception of 
"one state, two systems” (a remark by Hu Qiaomu) has been explicitly confirmed. 
However, I reckon that its implementation, whether five or six points, will meet 
with a lot of problems. In practicing socialism, the communists still find it 
difficult to move a single step, let alone in practicing capitalism. 


A Remark by RENMIN RIBAO Was Wrong 


Since it is permissible to preserve the capitalist system in Hong Kong (for at least 
a considerably long period of time), we should perwit the existence of certain things 
derived from capitalism. If these things violate the capitalist law, it goes without 
saying that we should punish them according to the capitalist legal system. Since 
Hong Kong will be a special acministrative zone within a socialist state, therefore, 
if some people undermine the security and interests of the state by their actions, it 
also goes without saying that we should punish them according to the special codes 
that should be formulated in the future. However, in its editorial entitled 
"Correctly Appraise and Handle Class Struggle at the Present Stage" published on 

6 November, RENMIN RIBAO discussed in very general terms the class struggle against 
"some people" of the bourgeoisie after Hong Kong has been regained. This gives the 
impression that the method of class struggle waged in the socialist state can be 
applied in Hong Kong, which practices capitalism. Is it appropriate to say so? It 
is believed that some enlightened and wise leaders had not gone over this editorial. 
This article, which contained the pernicious influence of leftist ideas, is 
detrimental to the Chinese people and also to the stability of Hong Kong. 


In Beijing, some intellectuals hold that the paragraph dealing with the Hong Kong and 
Macao issue in the RENMIN RIBAO editorial is not only confusing in logic but also 
self-contradictory. I agree with their views. This erroneous paragraph was written 
at a wrong time and with erroneous logic. Viewed from this editorial, the problem 
China will face after the recovery of Hong Kong will not be so simple as was 
originally reckoned. 


China now demands that the situation in Hong Kong be stabilized and that its 
prosperous situation be preserved. This is entirely correct. In order to achieve 
this, however, it is insufficient to rely on the mouth or pen to criticize Britain's 
faults and to constantly publicize to Hong Kong residents the "16 characters" 
(regaining sovereignty, preserving the original system, practicing self-rule by Hong 
Kong people and maintaining prosperity and stability). What is important is to take 
actions that can evoke the confidence of the people. With respect to the paragraph 
in RENMIN RIBAO, it would have been better not to have published it. 
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
